sprivgbok, ete, of Seuth Africa, 
seemingly, as it were, reproaching me 
for thus lightly taking the life I could 
never bring back. S», too, I have 
witnessed the angry, deti:nt glare of 
the wild beast’s fading sight as death, 
fast coming, deprived bim of the power 
to wreak vengeance on the human 
aggressor before him. The memory 
of those scenes brings no pleasure to 
my miod. On the contrary, it haunts 
me with a huge reproach, and I fain I 
had never done those deeds of skill— 
and cruelty. 

It is a remnant of barbarism in man's 
nature that he should t*ke pleasure in 
displaying his skill on living animals. 
Deer-stulking is no doubt a healthful 
and exhilarating requiring 
endurance, stamina, a clear sight and a 
steaty hand. Yet the last act in a sne- 
cessful stalk is, if we come to thinok 
about it, disgusting aud horrible. In 
close proximity to us we see a lordly 
animal, happy, peaceful, and enjoying 
fully the gifts of life. We draw a 
trigger, and if we do not miss we 
wound or kili. Happy, indeed, if it be 
the latter. More often than not it is 
the former, and then, if limbs are not 
broken, a fierce tracking ensues, result- 
ing sometimes in its loss and, as a con- 
sequence, many an hour of torture ere 
death closes its sufferings, 

None but those who have indulged 
largely in sport in its many and varied 
branches can realize the holocaust of 
animal suffering that is day after day 
offered up on its altar, Sometimes, as 
in my case, and in the cases of several 
men whom I have knowo as ‘‘mighty 
sportsmen,’’ reproach knocks at the 
heart’s door and finds inside a re- 
sponsive echo, 

Savagery still dominates us in a great 
degree. A Ligher education and civiliza- 
tion will teach us to despise amuse- 
ments which are purchased at the ex- 
pense of suffering to animals. Let 
youth find relaxation and pleasure in 
feats of skill and endurance and physi- 
cal adroitness without the aid of blood 
and torture to make us skilled so1s and 
daughters of the chase and the field. 
In our national schools, both high and 
low, kindness and our duty to animals 
should form part of the curriculum, 
while every effort that science and in- 
vestigation can command should be put 
forth to secure for such as must be 
killed a speedy, painless end. The 
custom is a barbarous one; the pleasure 
derived therefrom is only such as a 
heart rendered callous by suffering 
often witnessed and little realized cao 
indulge in. The day must dawn when 
that savage instinct will become eradi- 
cated aud men will cease to fiad pleasure 
in destroying animal  life.—Dumb

Chicago Traction Situation. 


Nothing more confused than the 
Chicago traction situation was ever seen 
on earth, Mayor Dunne has been in a 
constant squabble with the Council 
since bis election, witb the consequence 
that the failure of ‘‘immediate”’ 
municipal ownership is now the topic 
of charge and countercharge. Each 
week brings som} new aspect, and the 
tunnel under the river, the proposed 
change to elec'ricity, subway plans, 
and a hundred other complications are 
weaved into the fundamental question. 
The m»st general divisions on the sub- 


ject, however, now are three. Mayor 
Daane favored a contract plan, drawn 
up by Tom Jobnsoo of Cleveland, by 


which a new company should be or- 
ganized, to get contrul of franchises as 
rapidly as the law allows, and turn 
them over to the city. The soundest 
members of all parties favored that 
plan, but the extrema radicals and the 
extreme conservatives have apparently 
defeated it for the present, leaving two 
other propositions as at present most 
likely to be submitted to the people in 
the spring. One is the acceptance of 
the street railways’ terms, or, in otber 
words, a plan like the tentative ordi- 
nance of the last campaign, only ex- 
tended to all the traction companies. 
The other is the city’s purchase of 
franchises as they expire. Certainly 
the ciuse of municipal ownership is no 
furtber advanced than it was a year 
ago. —Collier’s for December 30.

Intrusted by the people with the 
transaction of the business affairs of 
the city for the ensuing year, it be- 
comes us to give to the same the best 
consideration and effortof which we are 
capable that we may conduct along safe 
and crnservative lines its highest and 
best interests, thereby obtaining in full 
measure the greatest results compatible 
with our resources. 

We are a growing community with 
ever-expanding needs, many of which 
from a progressive view are deemed 
absolutely essential. This none can 
deny ; but the means whereby we may 
meet these wants are limited under the 
laws governing the taxation that we 
may levy upon ourselves and the 
amount of indebtedness in which we 
may be involved. Therefore, the fi- 
nancial question is vital, as a wise dis- 
crimination by the Council is necessary 
in selecting the public work which sball 
be undertaken. 

A reference to our financial con- 
dition, as shown by the treasurer’s re- 
port, is proper at this time and will, if 
heeded, guide us in solviog the amount 
of money we may appropriate for the 
ensuing year, if it is to be borrowed.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Jan. 1, 1906. 

The holidays have nearly passed and 
social and political Washington are 
pausing for a moment before making 
a plunge into its characteristic winter 
dissipation. The President and his en- 
tire family are away at their new old 
Virginia home. Why they ever selected 
a home in that out of the way, in- 
accessible locality is doubtless known 
to themselves. It appears to be a kind 
of hunting box for the President and 
his boys and a kind of a nerve restorer 
for Mrs. Roosevelt. Geographically it 
is ‘‘near by’’ as the saying is. The 
distance in miles is not great, perhaps 
about half as far as New York, bat 
the time on the train when the train 
is on time is farther than New York 
City, and there is a twelve miles ride 
over Virginia roads after arrival at the 
little station in the mud. But the 
lives even of Presidents and their fami- 
lies must have the spice of variety, 
and no doubt the contrast between this 
little country house of six or seven 
rooms and the glitter, glare and care 
of the Capital is good for head and 
heart and perhaps for soul. 

There will be the usual number of 
official cails at the White House on 
New Year's day beginning with a 
reception to the Ambassadors, Foreign 
Ministers and other representatives of 
friendly powers and, as on all previous 
occasions, all powers are friendly with 
the United States. But beyond the 
calls called oficial and including those 
made at the White House and upon 
the different Cabinet Officers by Army 
and Navy officers and by those in 
official life it is thought that there 
will not be the usual social observance 
that has characterized the New Years 
of the past. For several years there 
bas been a marked decrease in the 
number of houses that are opened on 
New Year’s day for the reception of 
callers, and no member of the fashion- 
able or exclusive set, either official or 
resident now publishes in newspapers, 
as formerly,the announcement that she 
willbe at home with a numberof young 
lady friends to receive all who may 
call, The decline of the custom is due 
to several reasons. 

The report of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission bas just beep given out 
and is the subject of much interest 
and discussion among the members of 
the lower House and the senate, many 
of whom remain in Washington during 
the holidays. It appears that the Canal 
through Sanitary work has been made a 
health resort, or at least this is the 
sarcastic way in which the railroad 
interests refer to the rest-while deadly 
strip across the Isthmus. It seems after 
all that some dirt has been flying. One 
million cubic yards taken out if the 
Culebra cut is however scarcely a 
scratch in the mighty chasm that is to 
be. 


Excavation for the Canal will be by 
far the greatest ditch on the Earth's 
surface ever wade by man. Great

THE $12 LIMIT. 


The limit of taxation we may raise 
for current expenses is fixed by the 
statute at $12 per thousand of the valu- 
ation of the city as determined by one 
of two ways: (1) the average of the 
three preceding years’ valuations less 
all abatements ; (2) on the valuation 
of the precediug year less all abate- 
ments. The latter method is the one 
that has prevailed for some time in this 
city, but this has developed a very 
much less sum than required to meet 
fixed charges as created by ordinances 
and the current demands of the va- 
rious city departments, so, in addition, 
all the receipts of the city that possibly 
can be taken are appropriated to meet 
current demands alone, leaving no 
margin whatever to expend in any 
permanent work, and itis only by re- 
course to the city’s credit that means 
are obtained to meet our ever-pressing 
wants.

the Suez Canal but these went through 
comparatively low and level land. Per- 
haps the nearest approach to the Canal 
across the Isthmus in magnitude and 
difficulty was the cut through the bills 
which surround the crater in which the 
City of Mexico is situated. There was 
formerly no outlet for the water or 
sewage of the Mexican Capital, and 
floods caused by rains frequently over- 
flowed great parts of the city. More 
than two hundred years ago the work 
of digging a drainage ditch two hun- 
dred feet deep in places and about three 
hundred feet wide was begun and it is 
only in the last twenty years that it bas 
been completed by a tunnel greatly im- 
proving the comfort and sanitation of 
the oldest city on the American conti- 
nent. 

The labor question on the Canal is 
of course the most troublesome of all 
questions. It costs only from eighty 
cents tua dollar per day but it is of 
very poor quality and looked at from 
the standpoint of efficiency it is really 
more expensive than common labor in 
the United States. The report urges 
that the eight hour law should not be 
enforced on the Isthmas and that 
Chioamen shall bo almitted without 
hindrance.

Murder at West Quincy. 


The result of the autopsy on the body 
of John Favoritti Domenico, held Mun- 
day afternoon by Medical Examiner 
Jones, leaves no doubt in the minds of 
the police that he came to his death by 
a blow or blows from a jagged piece of 
rock found near the body. 

Medical Examiner Jones was assisted 
by Dr. J. F. Welch and Medical Exam- 
iner J. Winthrop Spooner of Hingham. 

They found that Domenico’s death 
was caused by a hemorrhage shock and 
a fracture of the skull and face. Three 
lacerated wounds were found on the 
right side of the head aud face, one be- 
ing on the upper lip. 

Domenico and Samuel Samuelson, the 
latter under arrest, occupy shanties 
about 150 feet apart, on a cart path that 
leads from Wessen avenue, which runs 
from Willard street, near West street. 

Samuelson, according to his own 
story, knew that Domenico was dead 
at midnight Sunday night, but did not 
notify anyone until Monday morning. 
He then went to the house of Guiseppe 
Bonafino of Willard street and teld him 
of finding of the body. 

Samuelson was brought into court 
and was arraigned upon a cemplaint 
charging him with murder uf Dome:.ico

For Better Gas Service. 


There are two movements on foot 
to secure a more adequate gas service 
for the city than now furuished by the 
Citizens’ Gas Co. One of these was 
Started in Wollaston, It is understood 
that a paper bas been in circulation 
there and at Quincy for subscriptions 
as stockholders. Just how many have 
signified their intention of subscribing 
cannot be learned. The scheme of this 
company is not to buy out the existing 
company but to form a new company 
under the general laws and build an 
entirely new plant. 

It is claimed that the company will 
not have to purchase the property and 
franchise of the present company as 
the Gas Commissioners have practically 
ruled that the present company is de- 
funct, as it does not meet the wants of 
the community. This means that once 
organizad it willonly be necessary to 
obtain permission of the Gas Com- 
missioners to go ahead and build a new 
plant. 

The other movement bas started with 
the new Citizens’ Association, which is 
a little different. In brief it is said to 
be to get local capital interested and 
form a new company. Once this is 
done itis not proposed to build a new 
plant, as it is figured that would be in- 
expedient, for the necessary 
would be too great to properly serve 
the entire city. 

Tho scheme is to purchase gas of the 
Massachusetts Gas Company, the parent 
company of greater Boston. It is an-

derstood upon good authority that this 
company is ready, and willing to sell its 


product to such a company if formed. 
Under the new company it is proposed 
to extend the mains to all parts of the 
It is not probable that the mains 


of the present company would be taken 
as they are looked upon as practically 


useless, They are old and worn out 


and it is a matter of general knowledge 


that the leakage is very large. 

The present company are charging $2 
per 1,000 feet. While it would not be 
possible under the latter company to 


get gas for 90 cants it is figured out 


that at the start gas could be furnished 


to consumers for $1.50 per 1,000 or 
less, and after the plant had been fully 
established the price would be 


materially reduced.

Congratulations tu the Quincy Hos-) 
pital upon its good financial showing 
aod the immediate prospects of emau- 
cipation from debt. As the endowment 
fund grows there will not be that neces- 
sity for so large an annual appropria- 
tion by the city. The income from pa- 
tients appears rather small—only }5,- 
685.64 last year from 323 patieuts; this 
wus less than $11.50 per patient. 


Almost annually some of the new 
councilmen makes a move for the collec- 
tion of ashes by the city, but somehow 
the work has never been inaugurated. 
Undoubtedly the appearance of many 
estates in the city would ‘be improved, 
and we have been told the work would 
be self supportiog. The special com- 
mittee to whom the order bas been re- 
ferred is composed entirely of new coun- 
cilmen, so it is up to the new members 
to solve the problem. The committee 
has already beld a meeting. 


It seems natural to say **Chief"’ 
Litchfield, because in 1895 under May- 
or Sears, Amos L. Litchtield was Chief 
of Police. Now, however, itis Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Depariment. Mr. 
Litcbtield’s experience in the Fire De- 
partment dates back many years, baving 
‘trun’? with the Tiger engine and tbe 
Joho W. Hall book and ladder, under 
the town governmest. He was the first 
president of the Quincy Firemen’s Re- 
lief Association, He has also served on 
the board of engineers both under the 
town and city government. Experi- 
énce, together with the fact that he is a 
builder by occupation, gives him many 
qualifications for the new office. 


There is a genuine regret among a 
large portion of the property owners of 
the city that Chief Eogineer Williams 
will retire the tirst of February from the 
Fire Department, Thry have felt a secu- 
rity from confligration while be was in 
control of the department which a pew 
chief cannot ex pect to inspire immediat- 
ly. Quincy’s grand record cannot all be 
attributed to.good luck; yet huw often 
we hear the remark —*Quincy is lucky.”’ 
Chief Williams has bronght the Quincy 
Fire Department to a high state of efii- 
ciency, and be -bas established an en- 
viable reputation us a tire fighter.” Thé 
salary which he has received has not 
been commensurate with the work be 
has done. 

There is a feeling that Quincy should 
have a permanent fire chief under civil 
service rules, That he should not be 
appointed annually,. but should serye 
uutil removed fur cause.

HON. JOHN D. LONG 

Ex-Governor John D. Long spoke as 
follows: 

**There are some strong qualities of 
character which, while a man lives, ex- 
cite toward bim at first antagonism and 
depreciation, then at a later period 
respect, and when he is dead ygenu- 
ine admiration and praise. The most 
striking ot these is what is called the 
courage of his convictions. It is nat- 
ural enough, I suppose, that our usual 
estimate of this quality, at least while 
a man lives, is controlled by the con- 
sideratiun whether his convictions 
agree with ours or not. If they do we 
applaud him; if they do not we are apt 
to sneer at him. 

“When Governor Boutwell arrayed 
himself so emphatically against the at- 
titude of our natioval government oo 
the Philippine issue, those who dif- 
fered from him regarded him as aa old 
fogy, while those who agreed with him 
landed him as an heroic martyr, but 
had he differed from them would have 
called him a time server though the 
courage of his convictions would have 
been exactly the same. 

‘*But when the man is deid, every- 
body at last recogaizes the merit and 
does honor to the honest conviction and 
to the fidelity and courage of its main- 
tenance, Everybody todty honors El- 
mer H, Capen for exactly the same 
ccurage of his convictions on the Phil- 
ippiose question which Governor Bout- 
well had as to this, though their convic- 
tions were diametrically opposite, eaca 
maintaining them against an exacting 
opposition in his respective circle. No- 
body today speaks of Neal Dow or Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison without profound 
respect. 

**So, we, meeting here to pty our 
tribute of bonor to Henry H. Faxon 
who has gone to his rest, vuice the gen- 
eral seutiment of Massachusetts. ‘The 
strenuous adalatory phrases of today 
fit him. He was a hard fighter. He 
struck from the shoulder, He never 
flinched. Jie saw his duty and did it. 
He was nota coward. He always came 
up smiling.

The mayor's plan for changing the 
taxativo of goods and merchandise is 
likely to make opposition, for it is an 
effurt to put more taxes, in the first 
place, upon corporation property, and, 
in the second place, to give Boston the 
benefit of taxes which are now dis- 
tributed to other places. Under the 
present law, for instance, a corporation

The 
tax is collected by the state and then it 
is distributed to the cities and towns 
according to the residences of the 
owners. Thus the stock in ~ trade 
escapes taxation and the city of Buston 
does net get the tax which goes to tbe 
suburban plac:s, or places like Worces- 
ter and cities at a distance, where some 
of this stock may be owned. If the 
‘mayor's plan succeeds, then the stuck 
will be taxed, which will be a great 
addition to the funds of the public, aud 
then Boston will get it, which will be 
a still larger gain for the city. 

Pensions for teachers are likely tu 
cut a considerable figure in the buasi- 
ness of the session. Ia the first place, 
the annual report of the state board of 
education, made public today, gives 
much space to the matter, making 
argument fur it. 

One of the traits of the new admin- 
istration seems to be evideot already, 
namely, that it will be au administra- 
tion iu the eyes of the public. It will 
Shine in full glare of publicity, It 
will not seek to cunceal any of its 
transactions which are truly public in 
their nature. This is evident in various 
ways. One of these ways is the dis- 
posal of the Rutland sanatorium matter. 
Instead of its going before the appro- 
priate committee of the council, it is 
to be brought out into the full light of 
day. The bearing will be public, and it 
will be very soon. It has been the 
disposition of Gov. Guild, from the 
day that the long list of physicians was 
seot in, complaining at the treatment 
of Dr. Bowditch, to bold that the 
the matter should be acted upon in 
pudlic. Doubtless it is the voice of 
the governor which has settled the 
matter, for itis nut like most of our 
administrations to put such a case be- 
fore the public so couspicuously. But 
here is a great public matter and the 
public will now pass upon tie facts. 

Thus far politics has played no part 
in the business of the legislature. Tbe 
partisanship discernible in the meas- 
ures presented in the senate and house 
is at a minimum. Indeed, setting 
aside the Boston matters, for the 
advantage of the democratic admin- 
istration, there is nothing of a political 
nature worthy of attention. 

One of the latest developments today 
is that possibly there may not be im- 
mediate appointments to the savings 
bank commission, for the féason that 
there is pending a proposition to make 
| the commission single headed and to 
|bave the governor appoint expert as- 
sistants to that one commissioner. It 
is said tonight that Guy. Guild, is well 
| disposed to the idea, and also that it 
has been urged upon his attention by 
| men of such standing that it requires 
| him tu pay attention to their advice. 
\It would not be impossible for the

| Saturday. Besides, the governor could 


in the liquor traffic, he saw and felt 
its evils; and that incident ia his early 
career WAs as inconsequential a reproach 
to him in his latter crusade against the 
rum seller as it would be to detract from 
the merit of the apostle Paul because 
before bis conversion he prosecuted the 
Christians and took part in the stoning 
of Stephen. There is po doubt that 
Mr, Faxon was actuated by tree buman- 
ity in puttiog himself, his fortune, his 
reputation, and his personal and social 
comfort into the cause of temperance. 
He saw the terrible evils of alcubolic 
intemperance, in the home, in the 
municipality, in the degredition of 
families, in the promotion of vice and 
crime, and he fuught itto the end of 
his life with unfligging ardor and po- 
tency. 

“He thus became of the im- 
pelling and vital forces of the commua- 
ity. He tixed aud maintained to this 
day the municipal standard of the pro- 
bition of tha sale of intoxicating 
liquors ia his own town and city, and 
was the strongest faction io its main- 
tenance in other towns and cities of the 
commonwealth. He was as plucky and 
dogmatic as an Adams, and that name 
and his, together with the name of the 
city itself, are the best known names 
today in the municipality of Quincy. 

‘‘There was atrue and right spot in 
Faxon’s heart. It responded to the call 
of many in need and want. A clear- 
headed, strong-handed business man, 
alive to his own material interests, and 
as thrifty as a disciple of Ben Franklin, 
it was for that reason all the more to 
his credit that his sympathies were 
practically strong with the unfortunate 
and dependent, especially in removing 
from them the temptations of intem- 
perance. 

‘*A noticable characteristic in him 
was his good cheer, his elasticity of 
temperament whicb, no matter how 
crushing the blow or fierce the attack 
or disappoioting the campaign, rebound- 
ed likes rubber ball and was as alert and 
expanstve as before, ready fora fresh 
kick and ascension. 

‘*Courage, humanity, good cheer, un- 
flagging persistence in a righteous 
cause, business clear headedness, these 
were among his leadiog characteristics. 
To these qualities so strikingly illus- 
trated in him, to his good work to his 
zeal, and to him the fearless, we pay 
onr tribute. Ijoin in it with cordial 
appreciation and, let me add, with a 
personal sense of gratitude for his stout 
support ata time when without it my 
public career might bave had an earlier 
end. 

**We could better have spared all the 
sensation breeders, high or Jow, gilt or 
fastian, who fill tbe daily columns of 
our careless reading than a single spirit 
like that of Henry H. Faxon with his 
heroism and devotion in what was to 
him the cause of his fellow-men.”’

REV. A. F. ROCHE. 


Rev. A. F.. Roche of St. Mary’s 
church, West Quincy, mide the most 
forcible address of the day, an informal 
talk, however, as he called 1’. 


Fr. Roche prefaced bis address by 
stating that it was to bean inoformal 
talk. He described conditions in Quip- 
cy just previous to the overthrow of the 
saloon power, as resulting in a very low 
tone to the tuwo and consequent depre- 
ciations of morality aud property. 

The bardest battle had to be waged 
against political prejudice which led 
men of each party to personally vilify 
and abuse their opponents, because 
their opinions differed concerning state 
or national politics. 

He bad no sympathy with those who 
defend their party whether it be right 
or wrong. Political patties are to be 
regarded as tools or instruments to do 
the will of an intelligent and free peo- 
ple. No party has a monopoly of intel- 
ligence or patriotism. 

Our motto sbould be, ‘*United we 
stand—divided we fall.’’ The mem- 
bers of any political party should not re- 
gard themselves as ‘‘preferred stock’’ 
and their opponents as **cummon stock." 

Neither the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States nor that of Massachusetts 
makes any such distinction among citi- 
zens? Fr. Roche thanked God that he 
had an important part in conciliating 
the partisans and io uniiing them on the 
broad platform of the public good. 

He also said that itis easy to legis- 
late; not so easy to execute. He paid 
a glowing tribute to the executive abil- 
ity of Mr. Faxon, and stated that for 
more than 20 years almost all the credit 
of keeping Quincy frea from the saloon 
was due to the energy and courage of 
Mr. Faxon, 

One of Fr. Rocke's best remirks was, 
**I believe that it is the duty of the 
church to battle against sin and its oc- 
casions ; I know of no occasiou of sin so 
prolific in its maliguity as the saloon,’’ 

Another of his strong points was that 
the Chief of Police ba held responsible 
for the enforcement of the law. He 
should be liberally paid in proportion 
to bis great responsibility. He should 
not be fettered by any pulitical or social 
affiliations, and in his efforts to keep 
the city free from the saluon plague he 
should receive the cordial support of 
every good citizen, 

Father Roche concluded his remarks 
as follows: ‘*Those who accuse us of 
fanaticism, either do not or will not 
understand our position. Io our battle 
against the saloon we stand for the very 
best and bighest moral interests of our 
communities, We make war against 
that evil which brings ‘no its train, the 
anger of God, the ruin of families, the 
contempt of man, poverty, disease and 
crime, insanity, premature death, and 
eternal misery. 

**Are not these, matters which de; 
serve the attention of conscientious 
students of sociology? Are not these, 
themes to interest all who believe that 
there isa grave obligation io the words 
of our Divine Master, **Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself ?’’ 

At the close of the address Gov. Long 
said, ‘‘we are very grateful for Fr. 
Roche’s informal talk. No formal ad- 
dress could be better.’’ 

Fr. Roche was also heartily congratu- 
lated by many of the audience. 

REV. D. M. WILSON. 

‘*Intimately,’? Mr. Wilson said, ‘the 
kuew Mr. Faxon for more than twenty- 
five years. He knew him in his 
strength when he wasa power in the 
community, when the efforts of years 
were crowned with a sweeping No- 
License vote and Quinsy was redeemed 
from the thraldom of the saloon. 

** [bat victory was the final battle in 
a cimpaign which bad continued in 
Quincy for more than a hundred years. 
Atoneend of it isthe great name of 
Joho Adams, at the otherthe nime of 
Henry H. Faxon, 

**In 1760 Joho Adama, ficed with the 
zeal of sothusiasm, stirred up the citi- 
zens to limit the number of the taverus, 
and 1882 Heory H. Faxon led a 
mvement which abvlished liquor sell- 
ing altogether. 

‘It was my fortune to fizht shoulder 
to shoulder io this bittle with my fel- 
low citizens and a united clergy. Yet 
however hard we fought a spirit more 
persistent than our owo eminated from 
our leader. 

‘*Here on the soil of his native town 
his pectliar genius wis most character- 
istically displayed. He was a genuine 
son of Quincy with all the persistence, 
pugaacity and independence which be- 
longs to the ancient stock. And he 
was by no means chary io the ase of all 
these qualities. He needed them. To 
win the No-License vote he needed 
them. 

**But that was only half the battle. 
Would the law be enforced? If not, 
then it would bea flat failure. He had 
faith to believe it could be enforced. 
He would himself sea to that and it was 
enforced. 

“This balf of the battle he fought 
alone. He alone deserves the credit of 
the achievement. The millionaire po- 
liceman, defying discomforts and per- 
ils, watched suspects night and day and 
made it impossible for them to sell 


liquor. 
**Why did he do it? For one thing, 


to improve the conditions of living in 
his loved native town; and for another, 
to show the entire Commonwealth that 
the law could be enforced.”’ 

‘“‘Then, indeed, be could not help 
doing it. When you search for reasons 
you come to this,—he was made that 
way. He was a genuine New Englander 
of the Quincy brand, and what was not 
Yankee io him was Dutch. 

**As weall know the right New Eng- 
lander is made up of faculty and fibre. 
By faculty he does things, goes straight 
to the mark. Every fibre he persists, 
dealiz2s, and summons the heavenly 
powers to his aid. This is the New 
England conscience. It keeps the true 
son of this soil uncomfortable till it has 
its way, and then it isthe turn fur the 
other fellow to be uncomfortable. 

‘*Mr. Faxon had these qualities in an 
unusual degree and with which inde- 
pendence and courage he sought to 


realize his plans and ideals. His inde- 
pendence was of the genuine Quincy 
quality, As Emerson said of Burns, 


the man did not exist whocould look 
him down, or, for that matter, talk him 
down. Without fear or favor he said 
what he b-lieved to be true. He was 
threatened with personal violence; it 
was intimated his bome would be 
burned over his head. At these perils 
bis friends looked grave. He laughed 
them off and continued his exposure of 
the lawless. 

‘*That is an example the New Englaad 
of todsy surely needs. Sume men will 
not rebuke wrong-doars, dare not ex- 
press their own minds for fear of losing 
trade, or votes, or having their proper- 
ty injnred. New Englanders craveuly 
silent! He spoke out. 

At times he may bave been too drus- 
tic in his arraigaments. Frequently [ 
expostulated with him. But whether 
he was just or not, his vigorous Eaglish 
carried a wholesome air into a genera- 
tion whose soft speech and shameful reti- 
cence has been the silent partner in the 
scoundrelism which affects every de- 
partment of modern life. 

Imight say much of Mr, Faxon’s 
generosity and his help to the needy. 
How often he would respoaod to appeals 
that were made to him. The poor will 
rise up and call him blessed. Marked 
was his Jove for children as his frequent 
gifts to themtestify. Their recognition 
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} 
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of him pleased him greatly, and nothiag | 


more deeply moved him during bis_ ill- 
ness than their inquiries for him, Le 
was simple, plainind direct iu his na- 
ture, and tender hearted. 

**Io bis last days he said to me, “I 
suppose a good many are glad I’m laid 
up.’ ‘No,* I answered, *[t is not ex- 
actly that. Every man has bis enemies; 
but tho feelings of those who were on 
the other side are modifying.*’ ‘I'm 
glad to hear it,’ he said with tears in 
bis eyes, ‘I'm glad to bear it.’ 

“With malice toward none, and love 
for his fellow beings filling his heart, 
be craved their good will. He has it 
now in full measure. Widely he is 
honored for his devotion to temperance, 
good government and morality; and for 
his generosity, c»urage and indepead- 
ence.

Mrs. Katharine Lente Steveuson, 
president of Mass. W. C. T. U., said: 

**The voice of the women may well 
be heard at this memorial service for 
Henry H. Faxon. In him woman and 
the cause of woman's advancement bad 


a trae and steadfast friend. I re- 
member at this hour, if you will par- 
don a personal word, that i first met 


Mr. Faxon at a Woman's Suffrage hear- 
ing at the State House, and [ remember 
his keen enj»ymeat of the fact that I 
had conq sered my natural timidily 
the face of such an august body suf- 
ficently to give them a genuine, old- 
fashioned motherly scolding. He was 
always preseut at our suffrage hearings 
in those days and his appreciation of 
our efforts never lessened. 

“In bim the W. C. T. U. of Massa- 
chusetts had, from the beginning, its 
staunchest friend and ally. Only the 
records of those early days can tell 
how many difficult endeavors he made 
comparatively easy through his brother- 
ly aid; how many rough places 
smoothed. 

**He was always realy to launch any 
enterprise which, to bis mind, stood 
for aggressive works against the liquor 
traflic, 

**No one could go too far or too fast 
to please him, providet the going 
along tha lines of what ha considered 
most effective Temperance work. 

**For other lines 
which aim to reach the same ends 
more indirect means, he had but little 
patience. He objected strenuously to 
what he considered the 
branching out of the W. C. T. U. in 
latter years, bit his heart remained 
true and brotherly to the last, and the 
entire State organization feels be- 
reaved in his death. 

‘*T remember so well, and it comes to 
me with special force in these! days of 
strenuous endeavor in preparation for 
the convention of the World’s W. C. T 
U. which is tou coma to us next October, 
his splendid belp, wheu in 1S¥1 we 
welcomed the first convention to this 
very building. He had given generous- 
ly to the Boston Union for its work of

In the 
case in question, the man so signing 
the name of the man from whom he 
bought the ticket was arrested at the 
instance of the railroad authorities on 
the charge of forgery. After hearing 
the evidence in the case, the court 
ordered the man’s discharge, ruling 
that the mere sale of the ticket carried 
with it the purchaser’s right to sign to 
it the name of the man from whom he 
bought it. The decision is an exceed- 
ingly important one to the railroads 
which are not likely to let the matter 
rest here, but will take the case to the 
higher courts. —Milford Gazette.

The first business in order was the 
election of new m:mbers of the corpor- 
ation. 

Arthur W. Newcomb proposed a long 
list made up largely of Ward Two ladies

Then the corporation elected a list 
composed of over 1,000 names which in- 
cluded those who contributed $1 or 
more to the Hospital duriog Iospital 
Week in 1905. 

Secretary Reed reported for the board 
of Trustees that 323 patients had been 
adinitted to the hospital during the year 
1905, of whom 274 were discharged, 30 
had died and 19 remain. Three nurses 
had been graduated. A tribute was 
paid to the late Joseph M. Sheahan, 
M. D., for many years on the Hospital 
staff. 

The collections of Hospital week had 
amounted to $5,000.10, permitting a re- 
duction of $3000 in the debt, leaving 
it at $2,147.85. The endowment fund 
had been increased and now amounted 
to $60,862.00. 

Richard D. Chase, the treasurer, made 
an itemized report of the year, which 
showed the current income of the bos- 
pital to be $16,014 82, of which $4,000.00 
was appropriated by the city, $3,529.08 
was received in interest from endow- 
ment fund, $3,685.64 from patients, and 
the balance by collections. 

The expenditures of $18,605.20 in- 
cluded a debt payment of $3,000. 

The gross debt was now $4,200, but 
when the cash on band was deducted, 
the net debt was $2,147.85. Mr. Chase 
stated he bad been informed that W. B. 
Rice would in a few days forward a 
check for $2,000, which would practically 
wipe out the debt. 

Warren W. Adams was reelected clerk 
of the corporation, and immediately 
sworn. 

It was voted to increase the number 
of trustees from 15 to 25, of whom 22 
should be elected. 

The nominating committee presented 
a single list, explaining that it was de- 
sired to get representation from all 
wards upon the board. In the past, 
where there was a double list, the Ward 
Ove members who were in a majority 
at the annual meeting. elected mostly 
Ward One gentlemen.

‘Taking all the 
school buildings of the city, excepting 
the High, and we bave a school popu- 
lation of nearly two hundred more than 
the combined capacity of our buildings, 
with an added increase this year, say 
250 mere. What are we going to do 
about it? Are we going to say to our 
sister cities that old Quincy cannot 
school her children; cannot provide 
buildings for them; she that has been 
such a model in educational affairs ? 
Is it possible that we shall barter off 
the education of our children to accept 
some more new streets or some more 
lights or additional police or firemen ? 
I hope not, but where is the money 
coming from ? 

By the cash statement that you pub- 
lished anyone can see that our finances 
are not improving, and but a. small 
margin to the debt limit, which I think 
should not be further impaired.

So, Mr. Editor, I claim the only 
thing to do isto go to the Legislature 
and ask for the privilege to borrow this 
amount.

At 3.30 the past and present members 
with a few invited guests assembled in 
the long room before the open fire 
places, where with a few words of wel- 
come the regent and founder of the 
chapter, Mrs. N. V. Titus, 
all. 

The historian of the chapter, Mrs. EF. 
Granville Pratt gave a brief account of 
the various patriotic and historical cele- 
brations given by the chapter during 
the past ten years. The chief event 
being the erection of the cairn on Penns 
hill to mark the spotfrom which Mrs.

Charles F. Adams and expressed the 
thanks of the Chapter for his great 
courtesy to the Chapter during the past 
years and a rising vote of thanks was 
also given for his liberality in assisting 
the Chapter to secure the portrait.

Forty-five Years Ago. 


We saw lately in two separate private 
libraries in Quincy two very homely 
looking volumes bound in brown 
muslin, The names were ‘‘The Human 
Life in Shakespeare’’ and *‘Illustrations 
of Genius,’’ both written by the Rev. 
Henry Giles who lived in Quincy a 
term of years, nearly half a century 
ago. Mr. Giles was an Irishman by 
birth, by later education a Unitarian 
clergyman, and he was an illustration 
of genius. 

From a fall from his nurse’s arms in 
babyhood, his spine was so injured 
that he was hopelessly deformed, carry- 
ing the burden of a diminutive body, 
but one crowned by a noble head and 
sensitive, refined face. 


A friend of his, Charles ‘. Congdon 
from New Bedford, a journalist from 
New York came here to live at this 
time, and these two brilliant literary 
stars attracted some of lesser social and 
intellectual magnitude and a little group 
of afew men met and enjoyed many 
precious hours, 

Mr. Giles lectured one winter at the 
Lowell Institute and received twelve 
hundred dollars for this course; we 
think the essays upon Shakespeare. 

The illustrations of Genius are pearls 
of thought, streng in most exquisite 
English words. That on De Quincy is 
especially valuable and today when 
young scholars are criticising so freely 
and so flippantly, we wish they could 
have access to these incomparable vol- 
umes written by Henry Giles, They 
may not be in our Public Library.

Letter from the Capital. 
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Washington, Jan. 1906. 


There are eighteen thousand clerks 
employed in the Government Depart- 
ments in Washington. They are faid 
from ten to thirty per cent higher_than 
private firms pay for the same class of 
work. Their hours are from nine to 
four-thirty with a luncheon half hour 
included. They are entitled to thirty 
days vacation each year and thirty days 
sick leave, In summer they are dis- 
missed earlier every afternoon and at 
noon Saturday. They have every legal 
holiday and a few local ones extra, and 
yet the United States harbors scarcely a 
more discontented class. Not satisfied 
with doing less work for more money 
than any body of clerks in the country 
they have regarded themselves as the 
proteges of the Government and with a 
vested right terminable only at death, 
or after the funeral expenses have been 
paid. For years they have been clam- 
orous for old age pensions and Wasbing- 
ton newspapers which are largely de- 
pendant upon this large class of sub- 
scribers have encouraged them to think 
that they might force the Government 
to thus take care of them when they 
were no longer able to ‘‘work'’ the 
Government for themselves.

The creations of railroad com- 
panies last year with but 5 per cent. of 
stock paid in, placed the seal of legality 
on fully 1000 new concerns during the 
last year. It has been stated that the 
state has received $100,000 in fees in the 
last ten years from corporations, and 
it is not wonderful that it has, when 
formation of stock companies without 
capital paid in is so easy toaccomplisb.

For what may be called frills or 
special teachers, we spend in salaries, 
music, $900, drawing, $720, sewing: 
$600. 

The average expense for these sub- 
jects in the above named cities is $2,505 
per year, or $568 more than Quincy ex- 
pends. 

To put our expenditures for bovks, 
supplies and sundries as nearly as we 
can estimate (and we believe the esti- 
mate approximately correct) up to an 
average of the cities of our rank 
$3,917.78 additional would ba required, 
and to put them up to the average of 
the state more than $4,00$ would be 
needed. 

It is claimed by some that in con- 
sideration of the financial condition of 
the city more money cannot be used 
upon ourschools, We should be pleased 
to find that our finances are so well 
conducted that this is true, and at the 
same time we should be disappointed, 
for we believe that to put and keep our 
schools in the condition they should ba 
in, more money must be spent upon 
them than is at present spent. 

From 1876 to 1880, during Col. 
Parker's time, the salaries in Quincy 
were $42.62 per month for male and 
$13.20 for female teachers above the 
averages for the state; today they are 
well below, averaging for the last fiye 
years $16.01 for male and $3.1S for 
female less per month than the averages 
for the state. 

Surely it is time for us to stop to con- 
sider why this is as itis. We believe 
that the cause will not be difficult to} 
find, when the whole financial situation 
is considered. From the $330,000 or 
thereabout, that can be used for current 
cily expenses, we believe if it is a wise 
policy $9,000 can be diverted.

Bathe Your Eyeglasses.

Metropolitan Council. 


who accepted the invitation of Mayor 


hotel, Thursday evening, to form ‘‘the 
Metropolitan district council.'’ Al- 
though the council was not formed sev- 
eral important votes was taken. 

Mr. Osborne Howes, who originated 
the idea, was present, and when called 
upon, said that it was a sort of advisory 
counsil, and if given authority such as 
desired by a bill now before the Legis- 
lature, it could recommend to the 
General Court action on bills directly 
concerning the Metropolitan district. 

A list of bills effecting the district 
now before the General Court, was then 
read. 

Chairman Bailey of the Arlington 
Selectmen, who is a member of the 
Metropolitan water and sewerage board, 
when called upon, began atalk on the 
consumption of water, which averaged 
more than i00 gallons a day per capita. 
Boston was the chief offender, consum- 
ing an average of 150 gallons per capita, 

Mayor Fitzgerald, asked if Boston did 
not pay S2 per cent “of the cust, He) 
was told that it did, but that it also| 
used 7S per cent of the water. 

Mayor Fitzgerald said if the intro- 
duction of the ajeter system in Boston 
would reduce its share of the tax he 
would be willing to go before the peo- 
ple with the proposition. 

Mr. Bailey pointed out that the Com- 
mission had recommended in its annual 
report that Boston be assessed it cost 
in proportion to its consumption. 

The meeting voted to inlorss this 
part of the report. 

Mr. Bailey then continued his read- 
ing of the report relating to sewerage. 

Mayor Thompson asked what might 
be done toward carrying the sewage 
now dumped at Moon Island to a point 
further out ? 

Mr. Bailey replied that he could only 
say, and with no authority whatever, 
that possibly this would be brought 
about and the system extended so that 
the dumping place would be Boston 
Light or still further out. 

The reading of the bill for a boule- 
vard through Cambridge, Somerville 
and Medford brought out quite a dis- 
cussion, 

Mayor Thurston opposed. The scheme 
looked well on paper, he said, but did 
not appeal to any one who realized that 
it meant an outlay of $1,500,000 of the 
peoples money, and take away from 
$500,000 to 700,000 worth of taxable 
property from Cambridge. 

After some further discussion it was 
decided to record a vote which ex- 
pressed the Council's disapproval of 
expenciture outside the Metropolitan 
park commission’s $600,000, proided 
for by the Acts of 1903, unless the 
appropriations were absolutely neces- 
sary. 

The bill for $25,000 for band concerts 
in the Metropolitan Park system also 
took quite a discussion, as did also 
the bill for $6,000 for Sunday concerts 
at Revere beach.

Druggists Liquor Bill. 


Charles C. Hearn, the druggist, has 
petitioned the Legislature relative to 
the sale of intoxicating liquors by 
registered pharmacist. Tbe accompany- 
ing bill reads as follows: 

Section 1. Io cities and towns in 
which licenses are not granted for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, registered 
pharmacists may sell intoxicating liq- 
uors upon the prescription of a regis- 
tered physician practising therein, pro- 
vided that no such prescription shall be 
refilled, and provided that such pre- 
scriptions shall be retained and kept on 
file, together with the name of the per- 
son for whom they are filled, and that 
the police authorities and police officers 
of the town shall at all times have ac- 
cess to such prescriptions and names. 

Section 2. Any pharmacist who shall 
violate the provisions of this act by fill- 
ing a prescription as aforesaid more 
than once, or by failing to keep the rec- 
ord above provided for, or by refusing 
to show the same to a person author- 
ized to see it, shall be subject to a pen- 
alty of not less than fifty or more than 
one hundred dollars.

This clock, which at one 
time became the property of Horace 
Walpole, was bought by Queen Victoria. 
It has survived four centuries, but four 
years only marked the duration of the 
royal love of Henry and Anne Boleyn.

The Quincy Gas problem ‘will have 
another inning at the State House on 
Tuesday of next. week on the petition 
of the Citizens’ Gas Light Company 
fur approval of contract with the Bos- 
ton Consolidated Gas Company, to pur- 
chase gas. It is a peculiar contract and 
one upon which Quincy should desire 
light. Perhaps the city will bave plen- 
ty of light if it gets an abundance of 
gas, but it should be assured that it 
will get the gas under the proposed con- 
tract. Not only the Mayor and City 
Council should be interested, but the 
Board of Trade, the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, the advocates of municipal owner- 
ship and the people generally. 


The local retail grocers realize now 
the importance of the enactment of a 
pure food bill, None of them care to 
sell adulterated articles or food where 
harmful preservatives are used, but 
they are victins of circumstances. They 
do not knowingly buy impure food, but 
it seems that soma which hive stood 
high are under the ban. There should 
way to get at the manufac- 
turers rather thin the retailers. It 
seems also that grocers rather than 
housekeepers have been the victims of 
short weight. That a grocer who buys 
a barrel of pickles branded 1200 is liable 
to receive less thin 100), and there is 
likewise a shortage in the net weight of 
dates, and many other articles 
in original packages, which the grocers 
sell at retail. Most of the grocers have 
been ignorant of this shortage, vd 
often times have soll goods at a loss.

The prompt action on the part of the 
Citizens’ Association in taking up the 
trouble in tbe granite industry and 
bringing the two parties at interest to- 
gether, thereby speedily adjusting what 
at first seemed likely to interrupt work 
in the industry for ac indefinite period, 
is very commendable. It augurs well 
for the association, and shows what 
such a body of citizens, banded together 
for the welfare of the city, can do if it 
means business. 

The difficulty was brought to the at- 
tention of the association at its meeting 
Tuesday evening, and a committee ap- 
pointed to see what could be done to 
effect a settlement. This committee 
immediately took the matter in hand, 
neglecting their own private business 
for the good of the city. Through their 
efforts the two parties at interest were 
brought tagether, and after two sessions, 
requiring seven bours’ deliberation, in 
which the committee remained in close 
touch with the two granite organiza- 
tions, an agreement was reached, and 
the trouble adjusted. 

If the new Citizens’ Association be- 
comes as persistent in other lines as in 
this case it will certainly become an 
enormous power for good in the com- 
munity.

Wollaston Unity Club. 


There were few members present Fri- 
day evening Feb %th at one of the most 
interesting meetings of the Woliaston 
Unity Club. Mrs. Charles Crane had 
charge of the evening and the first 
speaker was Mrs. Randolph Bainbridge. 
Mrs. Bainbridge gave a most interest- 
ing paper on ‘* Ancient Mexico,”’ de- 
scribing the land, its inhabitants, and 
their customs and religion. 

Mr. C. Ralph Taylor spoke on ‘‘The 
Conquests by the Spaniards.’’ He gave 
a brief but very instructive account .of 
the invasion of the land of Montezama 
and in conclusion used arguments to 
justify the Spaniards in suppjanting 
Mexican civilization with their own. 
He also showed that Cortez was not a 
mere adventurer but a defender of the 
faith. 

After a short intermission Mr. F. W. 
Plummer gave a paper on ‘* Spanish 
Domination.’’ He continued the bis- 
tory of Mexico from the time of the 
conquest up to the revolutionary period, 
dealing in a very interesting manner 
with such subjects as the Inquisition. 

The music of the evening was par- 
ticularly fine and consisted of trios by 
Mr. and Mrs. Moorehouse and Miss 
Marion Moorehouse, and excellent ‘cello 
solos by Miss Moorehouse.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, Feb. 14, 1906. 


Public attention has been directed to 
the state administration this week more 
than usual. Receptions and dinners to 
the Chinese high commission have kept 
Goy. Guild well to the front, and the 
investigation of the Rutland sanatorium 
management has brought the ordinary 
life of the state to public attention. 
When visitors are, receiyed by the legis- 
lature there is always a whirlwind of 
applause, and. therfore too much sig- 
nificance should not attach to the out | 
burst which greeted the Chinese repre- 
sentatives when they visited the senate 
and house. Nor, en the other hand, 
shonld the fact of applause at otber 
times take from the significance of the 
friendly greeting to these men. There 
is not the slightest doubt that the greet- 
ing was at beart what it was on its 
face, Massachusetts has always been 
cordial to foreigners. She has always 
held out the cordial hand to them when 
visiting, officially or unofficially. Re- 
presentatives of the weak and oppressed 
have. been honored fully as much as 
those of high degree. This was proved 
by the reception given to the Boer dele- 
gation, which was as cordial as that 
accorded to Prince Henry of Germany. 
The Chinese commissiovers impressed 
our legislators as men of shrewd and 
astute character, and at the same time, 
they were outspoken in their greetings, 
evidently trying to show in every way 
in their power their full appreciation 
of the welcome which was accorded to 
them. Sir Chantung Liang-Cheng, the 
Chinese minister to Washington, who 
was educated, in part, at Phillips, An- 
dover and at Amherst, is atall and 
striking figure, with a face full of char- 
acter and force. He spoke well to the 
house and he evidently has a future in 
promoting good will between the two 
countries, 

Regarding the Ratland investigation, 
the hearing by the executive council, 
presided over by Lieut. Gov. Draper, 
lad not proceeded far before it was 
evident that three members of the coun- 
cil, Messrs. Bartlett, Cox and Sullivan 
were disposed to sympathize with the 
docturs who brought on the investi- 
gation, and that what the doctors knew 
was based on the current reports con- 
cerning the treatment of one of their 
profession, which they regarded as ont- 
rageous. But no charges whatever were 
preferred against the management. The 
most important witness on the doctors’ 
side was Dr. Viocent Y. Bowditch 
himself, the physician whose dismissal 
from the service caused all the trouble. 
He gave his side of the case as fully as 
be desired and when Samuel J. Elder, 
counsel for the trustees, cross-examined 
him he brought out so many statements of 
inharmony between the trustees and the 
doctor that it was evident that their 
relations must cease if harmony was to 
continue. Radical differences as to the 
policy of the institution were involved. 
Dr. Bowditch wanted the capacity kept 
down to about 150 in order that ex- 
periments might be made under the 
most satisfactory scientific conditions, 
while the trustees thought that the 
sanatorium should be run so far as 
possible for the relief of the victims of 
consumption and the last report shows 
566 persons treated during the year, cf 


whom 244 gained in weight, at an 
average of 133-4 pounds each, Both 


sides admitted tbat the institution was 
@ conspicuous success, and that it was 
the pioneer of its kindin the United 
States. No charges were made against 
the honesty or capacity of the trustees. 
One of the most important of the in- 
vestigators said that Chairman Ham- 
mond’s testimony made. a very strong 
impression, and the outlook is that the 
management will stand all the better 
before the public because of the in- 
vestigation. 

State Treasurer Chapin has been be- 
fore the committee on taxation to argue 
for bis plan for the exemption of state 
bonds from taxation. He will have on 
his side the officials of cities and towns 
who believe that their bonds should also 
be exempt, The city treasurer of 
Springfield, has put in a petition for 
exemption of city bonds, and the two 
forces together are likely to command 
many votes. Arrayed against them will 
be those who believe that there is tuo 
much exemption already of property 
from taxation, and who would be sure 
to oppose any exemption, whether or 
not a plausible case could be made out 
for the proposed relief. | ‘Treasurer 
Chapin gave a striking ‘iliustration of 
the working of the present system. He 
supposed that a man bought a Massa- 
ebusetts 3 per cent. gold bond at the 
market rate. Beiog a good investment 
on its face, the bond is ata premium,. 
and a $1,000 bond cost $1053.70. That 
would bring the real interest in the 
purchase duwn from $30 a year: to 
$26.30. But io such a town as Charle- 
mont the rate of taxation is $26 on 
$1,000. Thus the state would take all 
of the interest on tbe investment, but 
30 cents. If the rate of taxation in the 
town should go $1 higher, than the 
buyer of the bond would have to pay 70 
cents a year to the state for the privilege 
of investing in its bond. Is it right that 
the state should continue such a con- 
dition ? asks Treasurer Chapin. Others 
will ask the same question. 

One of the schemes which the railroad 
committee has turned down is one that 
telegraph operators employed on rail- 
roads shall not be allowed to serve until 
they shall have passed an examination 
by a state board of examiners, and taken 
outa license. Railroad employees sus- 
pected that it was a scheme to bave 
them all licensed after a while, and $8 
they bestirred themselves against itt’ 
There is no danger that it will become 
law. 

It is now the middle of February and 
the session is in full blast. Today there 
are 19 committee hearings, counting as 
one the assigoment of the labor com- 
mittee for forenoon, afternoon and even- 
ing. Yesterday afternoon the house 
sat later than before this session, till 
nearly half past four, discussing the 
East Boston grade crossing bill, on 
which there was a protest against the 
dock trust. But as such influential 
men as Mr. Walker of Brookline was 
against the East Boston men, and as 
the policy of the state was against them 
(for it is the custom and law to permit 
spur crossings for mills to be at grade, 
subject to the regulations of the railroad 
commissioners) the East Boston repre- 
sentatives were beaten, in spite of the 
support of Mr. Mellen of Worcester who 
pleaded for the people and said that he 
had formerly heard of votes being sold 
at $500 or $1000. Mr. Mellen is going 
to be a prominent speaker, as of old and 
his familiar ‘I fear me much,” makes 
it seem n bat only a day since he was ‘here 
before. His prestige seems to be 
the same as ever, good with the aia 
of the house, but below par with a 
majority, the division being maixty on 
party lines. 

The best debate of the session ‘thus 
far was that in the house this afternoon 
upon the bill for the benefit of the Hotel 
Touraine. It was a bill upon which 
good arguments could be made on éach 
side, and those arguments, were made 
with effectiveness. It is true that there 
had been a great deal of pressure for 
the passage of the bill. Temperance 
people were not opposed to it, ‘Busi-

uess-tuterests were in its: favor. Con- 
paste men were to be round on 
either sitle of the question. The argu- 
ments against the bill were in the main 
thege:'that it was special legislation 
utder*cover-of a general bill; that it 
put°a premium on violations ef the 
law; fér the Touraine people knew that 
the law was against them when they 
bhilt the hotel; that it was a case like 
Westminster Chambers where the 
majesty of the law must be vindicated ; 
that fair play required: that no man 
should escape the penalty of the law 
because lie was rich. It was replied 
fiat’ it was.a teue~general law, but 
truly Based on the Touraine case and 
for ‘Touraine relief, justas the leg- 
islatute is all the time passing general 
bills based upon special cases, as the 
rales compel; that it puts no premium 
on violation of the law, for it is the 
policy of the state frequently and for a 
long time carried out, to relieve situa- 
tions Where it is found that the law 
works hardship; that here is no true 
parallél to the Westminster Chambers, 
for hereithe law has been enforced, its 
violation has been stopped, wrong-do- 
ing’has been admitted; fair play re- 
quires that the rich shquid not be 
persecuted because they are rich, but 
sbotld be treated as well as the poor. 
By 65 to 135 on a rollcall an amend ment 
of Mr. Mellen of Worcester for a local 
option vote was lost and the bill was 
ordered toa third reading by 1253 to 42 
without a rollcall. Rule. 


Extortion Case in Court. 


The cases of Edward R. Wilder, Rob- 
ert Kelley and Charles E. Sanborn for 
attempting to extort money from 
Joseph ‘Bedot at Quincy: ‘wax heard in 
the district court Saturday. 

Bedot testified: that he had kaoown 
Wilder three years, Kelly two years and 
had met Sanborn several times during 
the past'six months. 

On the day in qnestion Wilder and 


Kelley came to the place where I 
worked. They called me out and 
Wilder said the time was up. If I 


did not come to time it was all off. 
They said they wanted $300 each. 
Witness went home and changed his 
clothing. They said Sanborn was at 
Hotel Greenleaf and the matter could 
be fixed there, so people could not see 
the transaction. 

We went to the hotel and to Sanborn’s 
room. Sanborn asked us to dinner. 
After dinner we went to the parlor and 
talked the matter over. Between 5 and 
10 minutes past 2 o’clock witness went 
to Savings bank with Kelley and drew 
out $500. We then went back to the 
Greenleaf. Kelly said, give the money 
to Sanborn, which witness did. 

After some farther talk Wilder called 
witness one side and proposed a game 
of cards, at which they were to put up 
a plot to get Sanborn’s money. The 
scheme was for Kelley to stand one side 
and by signs let witness know what 
cards he held. No game was played 
Wowever. Witness then tried to get 
his money back and told them they 
should not leave town until he did. 
They did go however. 

J. W. McAnarney who represented 
the defendants, put Bedot through a 
searching cross examination which was 
not greatly to the credit of Bedot. It 
brought out the fact that he was a 
frequent visitor to gambling places and 
bar rooms and had registered at hotels 
under diflerent names than his own. 

A few nights after the transaction, 
witness said Sanborn had returned to 
him’ $120 and that he had exhibited a 
roll of $900 in Kelliher’s bar room, 

Lawyer McAnarney questioned the 
witness sharply as to what-he had done 
with that money, but did not find out 
much other than he had given a woman 
$100. He had been to New York twice 
and bad spent $60 for insurance. 

The woman’s name in the case the 
witness refused to disclose. Mr. Mc- 
Anarney pressed him for an acswer, 
and insisted upon his rights. The 
court, however, ruled at the present 
time witness need not answer unless he 
desired. 

To the court witness said that on the 
day after the original transaction San- 
born came out from Boston, and gave 
him $420. 

Charles S. Nichols, night clerk at the 
Greenleaf, testified to seeing the de- 
fendants and Bedot at the hotel on Jap. 
2. Sanborn registered and said he ex- 
pected three gentlemen to call and 
when they came to show them to his 
room, They came down to lunch about 
five minutes of 12. They left the hotel 
shortly befure 3 o'clock. 

His testimony differed in one part 
from Bedot as he testified that when 
Bedot went out at 2 o'clock all four 
went out together. 

Samuel F. Parker, steward at the 
Greenleaf, testified to Sanborn register- 
ing, saying be wanted a room for two 
or three days. He was assigned to 
room 27. All four came down about 
2.15 and went out. Two waited out- 
side and the other two went away and 
returned in about mioutes. They 
left the hotel shortly before 3 o'clock. 

Mary A. Bedot,sister of the plaiotiff, 
testified: Never saw defendants and did 
not know them. Saw a letter last fall 
sigoed R. W. 

Lawyer McAnarney objected to ad- 
mitting this testimony. 

Clarence Burgin, treasurer of the 
Savings bauk, testified to Bedot coming 
to the bank with Kelley and drawing 
the money. 

The case was continued. 
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Driver Left Behind. 


The patrol wagon was sent on a hurry 
cal] to Wollaston Monday evening ona 
telephone call which stated that an ex- 
press team had run away; that the 
driver had been throwo, and that he 
was seriously injured. 

The officers found that the team was 
that of Lyon’s Randolph express, that 
the driver bad been thrown off at Nor- 
folk Downs, and that the horses had 
continued on as far as Beale street 
when they were stopped. 

Further investigation showed that 
while the driver was somewhat cut and 
bruised that he was not seriously in- 
jured bat had taken a car and gone to 
Boston. 

The team was brought to Quincy and 
putup ina stable until its owner ar- 
rived from Randolph and drove it home. 


Stricken Dead. 


Chief William T. Cheswell of the 
Boston Fire Department was stricken 
with heart disease at 5.30 0n Thursday 
while directing his men at a fire at 70- 
72 Commercial street, and died as he 
was being taken to the relief station. 
‘The chief was the first to arrive at 
the fire, As he started toward the 
building he staggered and was caught 
n| by Lieut. Webber. His last words were 
‘*Bill, I guess I'm gone.’’ He was 
hurried to the Relief station, but died 
before reaching there. 

Chief Cheswell had been connected 
with tbe Boston fire department for 42 
consecutive years, and literally died in 
the harness. He succeeded Chief Web- 
ber when the latter retired and moved 
to Quincy.

There was a large attendance at the 
February meeting of the Wollaston Uni- 
tarian club on Tuesday evening, it hav- 
ing been announced that Robert Luce, 
Esq., of Somerville, the well known 
legislator, would sprak. His subject 
was not announced, but a talk on good 
goveroment was expected, possibly on 
electione. Mr. Luce, however, is satis- 
fied with his work in that direction and 
is prepared to meet live issues and he 
predicted that the electric railway prob- 
lem would be the most important in the 
preseot Massachusetts legislature, and 
spoke on that subject. 

A banquest was served as usual at 
6.30, and at 7.30 President Walter E. 
Simmuns introduced the speaker and 
complimented bim on bis work. 

The railroads and the public was Mr. 
Luce’s subject, with especial reference 
to the report of the recess committee of 
the Legislature. He said at the outset 
that be was not an anti-corporation 
map. He commended curporations and 
believed that they should be fostered 
and developed, but when they demand 
an excessive reward they should be 
checked. 

Since transportation was undertaken 
by rail 70 years ago in Quincy, the de- 
velopment had been remarkable. To- 
day it is something that concerns every- 
body, as the average family expends 
about $100 annually on steam railroads 
and $40 to $50 on street railways. 
Massachusetts wisely favored competi- 
tion during the development stage, but 
its attitude was now changed to rega- 
late monopoly. 

Twenty years agoa new system of 
electric railways was boro, and last 
year 531 million fares were collected in 
Massachusetts. These roads however 
were in their infancy, having developed 
only city and suburban traffic. There 
were three fields yet open, viz: (1) 
Between large cities at slow speed; (2) 
Between large cities at high speed ; and 
(8) the express business. 

Mr. Luce predicted that many of us 
would ses two hour time by electricity 
between Boston and New York, provid- 
ed developments was not retarded by 
legislation. Existing railroad systems 
have the motive to oppose and dvuuabt- 
less will, but vested rights should not 
stand in the way of development. 

He said new air live systems would 
be necessary and naturally present rail- 
roads would work to protect their in- 
terest. He maintains, however, that 
they were not doing the fair thing for 
patrons in the way of service, fares and 
accommodations, although their busi- 
ness had encreased 45 percent in ten 
years. 

I do not believe in municipal owner- 
ship at the pressut time, and hope it 
will be postponed, but we may be 
driven to it. It was time fur the steam 
railroads to wake up. 

The report of the recess committee of 
the Legislature brings out in remarkable 
clearness the absurdity of the difference 
in treatment of steam ra‘Iroad and street 
railway taxes, those on \'e steam roads 
being distributed accordf sg to the resi- 
dence of the stocklolders, those on 
street railways being atstributed to the 
localities where the tracks lie, according 
to mileage. 

It is proposed to create a new thing, 
an electric railroad, which in this mat- 
ter shall have the characteristics of a 
steam road to the extent that its tracks 
are on private land, a street railway to 
the extent that they arein the streets. 
For instance, if the inter-urban road 
passed through Rehoboth and half its 
tracks were on the highways and half 
in the fielis, and all the stockholders 
lived in Nabant, half the tax would go 
to Rehoboth and half to Nabant. If all 
the tracks were in the streets, all the 
tax would go to Rehoboth; if all io the 
fields, all would go to Nahant. There 
should be such a thing as logic, even ia 
law. 

One delightful feature of the report 
is the skill with which any attempt to 
solve the N. Y., N. H. & H. tangle is 
avoided. As the case stands, that road 
has extensively violated Massachusetts 
laws by the indirect purchase of Massa- 
chusetts street railways. If the com- 
mittee’s report prevails, we shall see 
the railroad commissioners asked to ap- 
prove the purchase of street roads by 
the B. & M., if ‘‘consistent with the 
public interests. *’

Qualey vs Blake. 


A case of considerable interest to 
Braintree and vicinity was heard in the 
district court on Monday, when 
Frederick H. Blake of Braintree was 
arraigned upon two complaints, one for 
threatening assault on Officer James K. 
Qualey, and the second for inciting 
persons to make un assault. 

It is alleged that Blake, who ruus’ a 
lunch room at Braintree and has had 
some trouble with Officer James R. 
Quuley, hired two negroes to come to 
Braintree and do the officer up. They 
were on hand Friday night, but it 
leaked out and the assault did not take 
place, The negroes went back to Bos- 
ton and a warrent was issued against 
Blake. 

The first witness was John Backus, 
one of the colored men, who it is al- 
leged Blake hired to come to Braintree 
to do up Qualey. He testitied that he 
met Blake in Boston Thursday or Friday 
night. We had a few drinks. He 
wanted us to come to Braintree and do 
some job. He gave me $1 and paid for 
the drinks, We were to fix it when we 
got to Braintree. He was to give me 
all kinds of money. We went out on 
the 6.15 train, and went to Blake’s 
place, 

We had some lunch and went into the 
back store and sat down. Stayed there 
until 11.06 train. We wanted to find 
out what he wanted. Was tuld he bad 
2 man he wanted to lick by one of his 
friends. He heard some one bad sent 
for the officer he was to do up and trim. 
Did not want any job like that and we 
quit, Blake wanted us to stay all night. 
If the officer did not come we were to 
do the job in the morning. Blake said 
there was an officer he wanted us to 
trim if he came round that nigbt. 


John Alexandra, the second colored 
map, testified that he met Blake in 
Boston. Had some drinks. He said he 
bad a job for us in Braintree, He 
would show us when we got there. 
When we got to Braintree we had some- 
thing to eat and went into the back 
room until he could show what he 
wanted us to do, Blake said ke did 
not think he could get the fellow out 
that night. He said his name was 
Qualey. He wanted us to give hig a 
licking to keep him away from his 
place. He said, stay all night and get 
him in the morning when he went toa 
stone shed. 

Saturday night Blake came to his 
house on Phillips street, Boston, and 
gave us $5 to skip. 

George Frazer testified that Friday 
evening Blake sent him to Qualey’s 
house. Told him to tell Qualey he was 
wanted at the club. 

John Walker, telegraph operator at 
the depot, saw the two negroes get off 
the train, -Blake came to the window 
and witness said you want to look out, 
there are two colored men after you. 
Blake then said they were out to beat 
Qualey. 

Fred Greenough testified to seeing 
the colored men at Blake's. 

Officer Gallivan saw the two negroes 
in the window of Blake's store Friday 
night. 

Officer Qualey said that Fraser came 
to his house between 7 and § o'clock 
and told him there was trouble at the 
Cocbato club, and he was wanted 
there. Telephoned to the club and 
found there was no trouble there. 

Witness said he felt his life in danger 
every moment he wasin Braintree. De- 
nied making statement to reporters as 
published in the Sunday papers. 

The government case rested here. 

Counsel for Blake asked that first 
complaint be dismissed. The court 
ruled that both cases would be disposed 
of at the same time. 

The defendant offered no testimony. 

The court dismissed the complaint 
for threatoing to commit assault on 
James R. Qualey. On thesecond com- 
plaint the court found him guilty and 
sentenced him to six months in the 
house of correction, Appealed.

Mrs. Lincoln spoke of vis- 
iting, pursing, almsbouse and hospital 
work, emphasizing the need of personal 
interest, 

Club members were much interested 
in Mrs. Lincoln’s clear presentation of 
facts and gained a broader insight into 
the work being done, to be done, and 
hints asto bow each andall can do 
their part. 

A fine musical program was given by 
the Music committee, Duets by Gade, 
were sung by Mrs. Jennette Noyes Rice 
of Brookline and Mrs. Frank A. Page of 
Wollaston, with Mrs. Chandler W. 
Smith at the piano. The closing musi- 
cal selection was a group of three sougs 
by Mra. Rice. They were: ‘‘Tbe 
Ould Plaid Shawl,’’ by Battison 
Haynes; ‘‘The Rosy Morn,’’ by Landon 
Ronald and *‘ The Land o’ the Leal,’’ by 
Foote. 

They were finely sung, and enjoyed 
by the ladies, hearty applause being 
given each. 

The afternoon closed with a social 
tea. The hostesses were Mrs. C. Theo- 
dore Hardwick and Miss Margaret 
Thomas. Those serving at the tea urns 
were: Mrs. Mark L. Reed, Jr., Mrs. 
Herbert W. Lawton and Mrs. Florence 
Peltier Pope, assisted by Mrs Thomas 
B. Pollard, Mrs. George A. Sidelinger, 
Mrs. Herbert L. Packard and Mrs. W.

Memory Honored. 


Over a year ago Capt. T. Harris New- 
comb of Quincy Point passed away, but 
his memory is still honored. It would 
have given him great pleasure to note 
the revival of today in his old church;

by Deacon Charles Sherburne who spoke;

‘*When those whom we have loved and 
reverenced have been taken from us it 
is pleasant at times to recall them, to 


think how they used to look and act 


and what they used to say and do while 
they were with us; and so tonight I 
wish to recall with you, some memories 
of our friend, Deacon Thaddeus H. 
Newcomb, or, as he was more familiar- 
ly known, Harris Newcomb. 

‘Mr. Newcomb was 


men, and when I grew up [ also formed 
an intimacy with him which continued 


without a break, until the close of bis 


life and wheuever I met with a problem 
in church or Sunday school work, I 
went to him, sure of his hearty sympa- 
thy and wise counsel. 

‘*Mr. Newcomb was born in Quincy 
Neck 78 years ago and spent nearly his 
whole life in this city. 

‘When the Civil War was declared, be 
enlisted and went to the front. He was 
soon taken prisoner and confined for 
nineteen months, in those terrible rebel 
prisons, and he has often told me of the 
suffering and privation which he en- 
dured while there. 

He was much respected by the citizens 
of Quincy, and was often elected to 
public office, serving several years as 
councilman and three years as Rep- 
resentative to the General Court. 

Mr. Newcomb becamea member of 
the church when about forty years old, 
and for the remainder of his life was 
one of its most eflicient workers. He 
gave liberaliy of his means and of bis 
energy towards its support, and was 
always ready to increase its iotluence 
both spiritually and socially. 

Possessing as he did, the love and 
respect of all, he was chosen at differ- 
ent times to fill nearly every office in 
the church, society and Sabbath school, 
and when our church, twenty-two years 
ago, became Congregational he was 
elected one of the three deacons and 
held that office continuously until his 
deatb. 

A great lover of music, he was al- 
ways in demand and for many years 
was leader of the church choir, where 
he was a general favorite. 

Always interested in the Sunday 
School he served for a time as superio- 
tendent, and was found there doing his 
share, until advancing age and ill 
health forbade further attendance. 

‘Shortly after his death it was sug- 
gested that a picture of our friend be 
procured and hung upon the walls of 
our church acd a committee was ap- 
pointed to secureone. On visiting Mrs. 
Newcomb we found that she was much 
pleased with our suggestion and wished 
to furnish us with a picture of Mr. 
Newcomb, asa gift from her.

The granite yards of the city were 
closed Tuesday to members of the 
Granite Cutters’ Union. This course 

was decided upon ata meeting of the) 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association on) 
Saturday evening, which lasted until 
nearly midnight. 

The meeting was largely attended and 
an animated discussion preceded the 
vote to suspond work. 

The trouble arises over the strike of 
the union cutters at the yard of Maguire 
& O’Heron at East Milton, brief men- 
tion of which has been made in these 
columns. 

It appears that the firm put an ap- 
prentice or Jamper at work ruoning a 
surfacing machine. A regular man had 
been employed running the machine at 
union wages. It is claimed that the 
firm finding that a lumper coald do the 
work took the regular man off and put 
the lumper at work. 

All this bappened some months ago. 
In fact, for nearly a vear this lumper 
has been running the machine, and the | 
union men have been squaring up the | 
stone for him. 

Recently a former employe at the 
yard, who is now at work in Chester, 
entered a complaint to the union. 

A walking delegate was sent to the} 
yard, and finding the lumper running 
the machine ordered the nnion men to 
drop their tools, and quit work, which 
they did.

Quincy Doctors. 


Quincy is rapidly photograpbing its 
history by the many pleasing views of 
eternal objects taken, by the many 
delightful papers written or given by 
members of its Historical Society, by 
the valuable papers published by many 
of its citizens, and now by a new and 
broad horizon given by the new Wo- 
men's club movement. These are only 
a few valuable adjuncts to Quincy his- 
tory. Fifteen years ago a few physi- 
cians, the pastor of the stone temple, 
and a lady interested in the new hos- 
pital, compiled a list of the medical 
men of Quincy, and this was written 
and published for the benefit of the 
opening hospital. 

The work was very well done, as in 
fifteen subsequent years, only one rec- 
ord was found radically incorrect, and 
another one had a mistake in a loca- 
tion and a peculiar error was found 
about two doctors father and son. 

Quincy had fifteen practicing physi- 
cians then; there are thirty-five here 
now aod the population has approxi- 
mately doubled. To correct the brief 
history of Quincy physicians from the 
earliest times when in 1700, Dr. 
Thompson was here, to January 1906, 
and to make a more finished piece of 
work, the writer is rewriting the little 
physicians’ book and it may be pub- 
lished by subscription. It is hoped 
that a medical corner of Quincy history 
may be of interest and havea tangible 
value.

Annual School Report. 


From the annual report of Supt. 
Fraok E, Parlip, of the Quincy public 
schools, the Patriot quotes the follow- 
ing relative to teachers’ salaries, in 
support of the movement for an in- 
crease: 

Recently Dr, William T. Harris, 
United States Commissioner uf Edu- 
cation, in an article upoo ‘‘The Future 
of Teachers’ Salaries’? showed that the 
average earnings of the twenty-nine 
million wage-earners in the United 
States in the year 1900 was $551.56, 
and that only twenty per cent. of the 
public school teachers in all cities of 
the United States of eight thousand 
population or over received less than 
$500 per annum. 

In this city the average salary of 
grade teachers last year was $462.58, or 
$88.98, which is nearly twenty per cent. 
less than the average forthe wage- 
earners ; here, also over forty per cent. 
of the teacbers received less than $500. 
When a good teacher is paid less thao 
a good typewriter, saleswoman, clerk 
or operative in a mill it is not only un- 
fortunate for the teachers, but it is 
even more unfortunate for the schools. 

For years Quincy bas annually lost 
from fifteen to twenty per cent. of her 
teachers, largely on account of the 
small salaries she pays. The teachers 
called to other cities are always among 
the best trained and most efficient of 
our corps and it is seldom possible to 
replace them with others equally well 
trained and efficient. 

The inevitable tendency is towardsa 
general decrease in efficiency. Con- 
sidering the salaries paid, our corps is 
an exceptionally strong one, but it can- 
not long continue at its present standard 
upless salaries are increased to keep 
pace with the increase in living 
expenses. The maximum salary for 
grade teachers is $500, the sum of $550 
being paid only after fifteen years’ ser- 
vice and then by special vote of the 
Committee. 

No teacher can live, dress and pro- 
vide herself with the means of pro- 
fessional improvement as she should on 
such a salary, to say nothing about lay- 
ing up something for an emergency or 
later years. She might do this in some 
places but not here because living 
expenses in Quincy are comparatively 
high. 

Doring the last ten years there has 
been, especially inthe eastern part of 
this state, a general and substantial in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries, averaging 
for the state over twelve per cent. for 
male and over fifteen per cent. for fe- 
male teachers. Within a year the citi- 
zens of one town, financially no more 
able than this city voted in open town 
meeting that no teacher in that town 
should be paid less than five hundred 
dollars per annum, 

But in Quiocy grade teachers are not 
paid as well as are the female clerks in 
other departments of the city. Consid- 
ering the qualifications required, the 
severe tax upon their energies and the 
vital importance of their work, teachers 
certainly deserve as great consideration 
and as liberal compensation as any class 
of public servants. 

When tbe remuneration is barely 
enough to pay liviog expenses there 
ceases to be any inducement for per- 
sons of ability to fit themselves properly 
for teaching or for them to euter the 
profession, The result is that there is 
a great scarcity of good teachers, 
especially for the elementary schools, 
and superintendents find it increasingly 
difficult each year to tind satisfictory 
candidates to till the vacancies io their 
corps. 

But the grade teachers are not our 
only underpaid teachers. The pay of 
high school assistants and, in fact, 
nearly the entire schedule of salaries is 
low. The average salary of both male 
and of female teachers is not only below 
the averages of the state but below those 
of Norfolk County, and when compared 
with the averages of the cities of the 
commonwealth, Quincy is twenty-two 
per cent. less for male and thirteen per 
cent. less for female teachers. 

Even after throwing the six largest 
cities out of the calculation tbe aver- 
ages remain twenty per cent. and twelve 
per cent. less. The people of this city 
will not and ought not to be satisfied 
with inferior schouls, but to expect bet- 
ter than average schools on from twelve 
to twenty per cept. less than average 
salaries is unreasonable. It may be un 
popular to advocate an increase in 
teachers’ salaries but simple justice de- 
mands it and the best interests of the 
schools demand it. 


Shipbuilders Losers. 


A special Washington dispatch of 
Feb, 13th to the Heral!, says : 

“‘The committee on claims of the 
Honse todiy granted a hearing on a bill 
for the relief of sbip building firms, 
carrying an appropriation of about $2, - 
400,000, to be paid to constructors of 
certain torpedo boats upon which the 
contractors claimed to have lost large 
sums, The firms are the Bath Iron 
Works of Bath, Me.; the George Law- 
ley & Son Corporation of Boston and 
the Fore River Ship & Engine Company 
of Quincy, Mass. 

Former Representative Samuel [- 
Powers of Massachuset!s appeared on 
behalf of the combined claimants, as 
did former Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Hackett. Admiral Bowels, presi- 
dent of the Fore River Shipand Engine 
Company, on behalf of his concern and 
the otber claimants. 

It was brought out that the firms 
contracted to build torpedo boats for a 
certain specified sum, but that after 
they took the contract the price of steel 
was advanced by the Bethleham and 
other companies, and that, instead of 
making a profit on the work, the con- 
tractors lost heavily. It was also testi- 
fied that two secretaries of the uavy, 
Long aod Morton, and Assistaat Secre- 
tary Darling have recommended that 
the bill be passed.

Bedot was recalled to the witness 
stand by Mr. McAnarney, counsel for 
the defendants. 

Tie was questioned about gambling at 
New Bedford. Witness admitted play- 
ing roulette at New Bedford, and to 
losing $65; that he complained to the 
proprietor of the hotel, and the money 
was returned. 

Witness then testified that the only 
other time he lost money at gambling, 
and the money was returned was in 
Quincy, on Jan. 3. Later he denied the 
last statement, saying he did not under- 
stand the question. 

Counsel then argued at length on the 
question of the witness giving the 
name of the woman in question that it 
might be a part of the case. 

Tbe court raled that witness should 
give the name tothe court in private 
which was done. The court, however, 
refused to give the name of the woman 
to counsel for defendants 

At this point the case was again con- 
tinued until March 3.

ADAMS SCHOOL FUND. 


The Committee on Legislative Matters 
reported an order requesting the Mayor 
and Commiitee on Legislative Matters 
to attend the heariog and favor the bill 
exempting certain property of the 
Adams Temple and School Fund from 
taxation, 

Councilman Nichols asked the Mayor 
for information. 

Mayor Thompson replied that be bad 
not yet seen the bill. In conversation 
with Mr. Blackmur, counsel for the 
trustees, the latter thought the bill 
would have to be amended. The real 
meat of the matter is to pave the way to 
incorporate Adams academy into the 
school system of Quincy. ‘There had 
been a conference with some of the 
School Committee. There are many le- 
gal objections tu be got’ around before 
it is consummated. 

There can be uo objection on the part 
of the city in assenting to this. The 
claim of the lawyer is that the title of 
the property is in the City of Quincy. 
The bill has got to be in such a form 
that the property leased shall continue 
to be taxed. He saw no objection to 
the order except al) were interested 
in what is best for the city. If the 
academy cin be incorporated with the 
public schools it will bea gain for the 
schools, 

Councilman Nichols—It seems a bad 
precedent tu consider so hastily the 
question of exempting property from 
taxation. The Mayor and committee 
say they have not seen the bill. 

Councilman Bass understood the bill 
was to exempt certain land from which 
no income is derived. That bill may 
be faulty and therefore certain amend- 
ments may be desirable. He suggested 
the order be amended to give the Mayor 
some discretion to suggest such amend- 
ments as he thought best for the city. 

Councilman Bass moved the order be 
so amended. 

Ia reply to a question by Councilman 
Stone, Councilman H bbs, acting chair- 
man of the committe’, said the con 
mittee understood that every dollar «of 
the income wes used for the educa‘ion 
of the children of Quincy alone. ‘The 
income does not support the schuul. It 
was the intention to incorporate the 
Academy into the High school system. 

In reply to a question by Councilman 
Holl, Mayor Thompson said the income 
is not sufficient to pay the running 
expenses of the academy. The more 
that is taken from the fund for taxes 
the less they have for the schovl, and 
they have got to draw upon the princi- 
pal. Under the old deed of trust there 
are certain conditions, The family so 
far as Charles Fravcis Adams, the 
elder, is concerned is satisfied to re- 
linquish any claim. 

Councilman Ba<s asked if it was 
necessary to amend the bill in certiin 
respects. 

Mayor Thompson—Mr, Blackmur in- 
troduced the bill hastily on the last day 
for new business. It was not satisfac- 
tory. He proposes to ask for a substi- 
tution which he feels will cuver the 
case. As he understoud it, there was 
no intention to have the exemption ex- 
tended to property that is leased. 

Councilman Bass _ withdrew 
amendment. 

Councilman Nichols offered an amend- 
ment which added the City Solicitor 
aud provided that they represent what 
in their opinion was for the best inter- 
est of the city. 

The amendment prevailed and the 
order as amended was then adopted.

The amendment provided that 
the Chief Engineer should designate 
two men at the Central Fire station who 
shall have the rank of captain and lieu- 
tenant, whv shall have full charge of 
the station, the captain iu the absence 
of the chief and the lieutenant in the 
absence of the captain, Amendment 
accepted and ordered to a second read- 
ing. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
ought to pass on the order making a 
transfer io the Park appropriation. 
Rules suspended and orders passed. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
reference to the Executive on the com- 
munication uf Catherine Shea for relief. 
Adopted. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
upon a number of petitions for minor 
licenses. Adopted. 


WATER APPROPRIATION. 


The Committee on Water Supply re- 
ported ought to pass on the order for 
$25,000 for extending the water system, 

Connocilman Gilson moved to amend 
by making the amount $20,000, In 
support of his amendment he said that 
it was likely that something would be 
done in relation to meters and money 
must be raised some way. If we can 
save $3,000 or $5,000 we should do it. 
When the other committee reports he 
could show where a saving of $100,00U 
can be made. 

The schedule for this year submitted 
by tbe superintendent of the water 
department showed in one case where a 
pipe was to be laid on a street where 
there was no houses ata cost of $1,800 
with a promise of two houses being 
built which might give an income of 


$42. Another was where a six-inch 
main was now giving good service. He 
did not believe in spending money 


unless absolutely necessary. 

Councilman Stone believed that there 
would be a great saving by meters. The 
meter question can be taken care of for 
$5,000. If it can be saved in this way 
it will be a good thing to do it. 

Councilman Flaherty hoped order 
would pass as reported, It was little 
envugh. 

Councilman Bass mvved and it was 
voted the motion on the amendment be 
taken by roll call. 

On roll call the amendment was lost 
six voting in favor and thirteen against. 
The order was then referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 

The Committee on Sewers reported 
reference to the Executive on the peti- 
tion for a sewer on Granite street. 
Order recommitted. 

A public hearing was held on peti- 
tions of the N. E. T. & T. Co., for 
attachments of its fixtures and wires to 
poles on various streets. 

No une appeared for or against. The 
hearing closed and the order was re- 
committed, 

MOTIONS, ORDERS, ETC. 

Councilman Nichols offered an order 
that the Mayor be requested to inform 
the City Council if there were any 
otber outstanding bills on account of 
the 1905 appropriations, in excess, other 
than those reported by the City Auditor. 

Mayor Tuompson. As farasI kuow 
all bills of 1905 and 1904 have been 
transmitted to the Council. He did 
not know of a dollar in excess that 
had not been reported, 

Motion lost. Eight voting in the af- 
firmative aod eleven against. 

Councilman Nichols moved to recon- 
sider, In support of the motion he 
said it appears that the heads of de- 
partment bave exceeded appropriations. 
The order was not offered for reflection 
onthe Mayor or any department. It 
was only fair tbat they should be trans- 
titted to the council. We might as- 
sume that each head of department has 
beeu interviewed in regard to this mat- 
ter. If he submits this to the Council 
ic would go on record as a statement of 
fact. The Committee could then deal 
with the matter, It was a mutter of 
business and the Council should require 
the executive to go on record. It isa 
clear violation of the Charter, There is 
not the slightest justification unless it 
was a mistake. 

Mayor Thompson replying said that 
he was not offended. He was not sensi- 
tive. He bad made a positive state- 
ment that as far as he knew there were 
no outstanding bills that bad not been 
reported. This was after consultation 
with the different departments. He 
could not place it any stronger in writ- 
ing. He was not going to make any 
excuses. The bills of the Poor Depart- 
ment are for charges made by cities and 
towns against the city for care of our 
poor. That money is returned and gues 
into the treasury. 

As for the fire department there was 
an accident which caused an expense of 
$800 to rebuild a machine. Some of 
these things are not provided for in the 
estimates. He fully agreed that every 
department should live within its ap- 
propriation. If he finds there is a defi- 
ciency he should apply to the City 
Council, 

The Commissioner of Public Works 
was ordered by the Board of Health to 
do certain things immediately. All I 
blame him for is that he did uot come 
to the Council. As far as the apprupri- 
ation for Miscellaneous City was con- 
cerned he was afraid that the balance 
would not be enough. He had settled 
some claims of long standing. We were 
afraid to go to a jury with them, Our 
expert testimony would cost more than 
it did to settle. 

Every year should stand by itself. 
When a department gets to the end of 
its apprupriation it should stop. [do 
not care if you do send this order to 
me. lam taking the first opportunity 
to answer. I invite all your investiga- 
tion. I will aid you in all possible 
ways and the press, who have misrepre- 
sented. 

Councilman Chase disclaimed any 
intent to criticise, but he endorsed the 
sentiment of the gentleman from Ward 
Five (Nichols). It was the right and 
duty of the Council to take into con- 
sideration the expenses beyond the 
appropriations, In the case of the 
Poor Department he could see where 
unexpected bills would be presented, 
yet he has the records of other years to 
look back to and could keep within a 
$1,000. In the Fire Department $300 


has been accounted for, but that leaves 
a considerable sum unexplained. There 
was no question why officers should not 
show what these deficiencies are. Ie 
was satisfied with the explanation of 
the Mayor. He did not believe that 
the Council should have been thought 
to have gone beyond its perogative in 
asking what these are. 

The motion to reconsider was lost 
nine voting in the affirmative and 10 in 
the negative. 

Councilman Moir offered an order for 
the Commissioner of Pablic Works to 
collect ashes during the winter and 
spriog provided the collection in no 
way interfers with the proper conduct 
of his department and that it is equally 
divided between the different sections. 

After some discussion the motion or- 
der was lost, nine voting in the affirma- 
tive and ten in the negative. 

Councilman Donovan offered an order 
for a special Committee of three to act 
with the Mayor in trying to get a12 
o'clock car from Dudley street every 
night. Adopted. 

The Committee appointed were Coun- 
cilman Douovan, MecGilvray and Hubbs. 

Councilman Donovan offered an order 
requesting the Mayor to confer with 
the officials of the N. Y., N. 0. & H. 
R. R. regarding an increase of Sunday 
passenger trains between Quincy and 
Boston. Adopted, 

Councilman Bass offered an order 
conveying to the Park Commissioners 
the thanks of the Council for paying a 
deficiency in that department out of 
their own pockets. Adcpted. 

Upon motion of Councilman Bass 
Rule 1 was suspended and it was voted 
when the council adjourn it be until 
next Monday evening. 

Councilman Bass offered, by request, 
ac order requesting the City Auditor to 
forward to the City Council at its next 
meeting the amount on January 1, 1906, 
of uncollected water bills for the years 
1903, 1904, and 1905. Adopted. 

The President referred matters of the 
Council of 1905 and the subject matter | 
of the Mayor’s inaugural to their prop-| 
er committees, 

Adjourned at 9.44.

The Gas Situation. 


(Special to The Patriot.) 

Boston, Feb. 27.—One whois in a 
good situation to knuw what is going 
on before the bard of Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners says that the 
Quincy situation is one of the worse 
cases to handle practically which is be- 
fore the board, But one of the princi- 
ples of action is that the welfare of the 
people must be considered first of all, 
and that the man with nothing but a 
theory to work upon must stand back 
and give chance to the man who bas 
something practical to propose.

The fact that the old 
company has not risen to the situation 
seems to weigh against the idea that they 
can be expected to doanythiog in the 
present crisis. 

In regard to the new company, it 
seems to be the argument that such in- 
vestors would not wait for their div- 
idends for three years, but would want 
such prices for gas as would yield re- 
turns from the start upon their plant. 
This would prevent any reduction. On 
the other hand, in regard to the Boston 
Consolidated Gas Company, it is said 
that it would take over the property 
aud make a reduction of 50 cents per 
1000 feet at once, and could afford to 
wait three years before getting a div- 
idend upoo the investment, because it 
has such large financial ability that it 
could afford to wait as long as that for 
the sake of getting the good field which 
Quincy would be, after it began to pay 
dividends, 

It is evident that the Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners are giving the sit- 
uation careful consideration. The theo- 
ry of the Massachusetts gas law is that 
there shall be a monopoly, in order to 
save the public from the expense of 
supporting duplicate plants and atford- 
ing relief from the extortion which 
people would be liable to suffer at the 
hands of uoprincipled companies. 
Therefore the state permits monopoly 
upon the distinct understanding that it 
isto be regulated by the state. It is 
not said how the commissioners 
expect to reach a decision. This is not 
a question of duplication of plant, buat 
as to which of diff-rent companies shall

The Mayor and City Treasurer submitted to the City Council Monday even- 
ing their estimates for the annual appropriations for 1906. The total for current 
expenses is $212,437.00 against estimates of $200,453 last year. The School 
Committee have already asked for $124,596.68, against $112,500.00 in the order 
last year. So that the total estimates to be provided within the $12 limit 
(which yields with receipts about $330,000) is $337,033.68.

That the building 
contain such fireproof vaults as may be 
necessary to protect from distraction 
by fire the funds and post office, court 
and other records, and it shall also 
be provided with proper beating and 
ventilating apparatus. 

‘*The building shall be unexposed to 
danger from fire by an open space of at 
least forty feet on each side including 
streets and alleys."’

From 1854 to 1876, he was a member of 
the Board of Selectmen of his native 
town. In 1855, be represented the town 
in the lower branch of the State Legis- 
lature. In 1375 and 1876, he was elected 
senator from the third Norfolk District. 
He was appointed clerk of the District 
Court of East Norfolk when the court 
was created, in 1872, and filled the office 
with ability until he resigned, in 1890, 
to accept the presidency of the Norfolk 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company, of 
which company, as well as of the Ded- 
bam Mutual Fire Insurance Company, 
he was president at the time of his 
deatb. He was also First Vice Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Fire In- 
surance Union, chairman of the Trus- 
tees of the State Hospital and State 
Farm, President of the Randolph Sav- 
ings Bank, and President of the Trus- 
tees of the Turner Free Library. 

So long a life of usefulness and honor 
is not often recorded. One may search 
the history of maoy New England cities 
and towps without finding such another 
example of a man upon woom an entire 
community bas relied for so long and in 
so many different ways. 

To say that it will be impossible to 
fill the places which his death has left 
vacant as he filled them is, therefore, 
no disparagement of hissuccessors. For 
qualities,—his modesty, 
his sincerity, his good-natured humor, 
and his kindliness, we loved him; for 
his honesty, ability, energy and wis- 
dom, we admired him.

TROLLEY FREIGHT. 


At $ o'clock a public hearing was 
given on the petition of the Old Colony 
street railway for approval of its operat- 
ing a trolley freight from the Braintree 
line to Neponset. Also a petition to 
operate a trolley freight line on Ran- 
dolph avenue. 

John T. Conway, general superioten- 
dent of the road, was the first to appear 
in favor. He told of the beginning 
years ago to carry packages on the horse 
car lines. It finally reached such pro- 
portions that it had to be discuatioued. 
This petition was brought under the 
Acts of 1904. It has been demonstrated 
that it was a good thing for a commun- 
ity. Tbe company now had the approv- 
al of the cities aad towns south of Quincy 
as far as the Rhode Island state line. 
The places included Taunton, Fall River 
and New Bedford. Also had connec: | 
tion by boat to New York. 

It was the intention to have freight 
terminals in thickly settled communi- 
ties where baggage will be distributed. 
After the main trunk line is obtained, 
the railway would probably put in other 
petitions so as to reach villages. 

Mr. Conway was asked a number of 
questions by several of the Councilmen. 

In answer to these he said the matter 
of distribution could be arranged later. 
The road would be in competition with 
other ;cumpanies aod if it does the 
business satisfactory, business men will 
patronize the line. The cars would be 
large double truck ones with modern 
equipment. Negotiatious were now 
pending with Boston Elevated to run 
into Boston. The order states that the 
freight cars shall in no way interfere 
with the passenger service. The passen- 
ger cars to bave the right of way. 

It was not the intention of the com- 
pany to run cars at night. There has 
been no restrictions as to the length of 
time the franchise would run in any of 
the places where approval had been ob- 
tained. No consideration suchas lights 
and paving streets or no money consid- 
erations had been given. 

Clarence Burgin was in favor of grant- 
ing the petition. The express facilities at 
present are inadequate for the city. If 
we could do anything to improve them 
we should. Since the consolidation of 
the New York & Boston and the Austin, 
Winslow and Gallagher Companies, the 
express facilities were not as good as 
before. . 

J. A. Sedgwick endorsed the petition. 
He believed it would bring competi- 
tion. With only one express company 
on the railroad the result is that ship- 
ments from a long distance have to 
come over one line, What we want is 
better service. If this new company 
does not do its work well we will not 
patronize it. It will bring competition 
and will be beneficial to the city.

THE REMONSTRANTS. 

Ex-Councilman J. Q. A. Field ap- 
peared in opposition to the petition. 
He objected because the street railway 
was to be sole judge of what goods 
should be handled; also as to whether 
passenger transportation was delayed. 
Then we have not got the streets to 
supply the wants of the street railway. 
All the streets between City Hall and 
the Braintree line would have to be 
widened at city expense. “He was satis- 
fied with present freight facilities. 
When goods were damaged on the rail- 
roads in transportation, it was difficult 
to get damages. Passenger cars on the 
street railway were late now. There 
were express facilities enough now be- 
tween Quincy and Boston. He did not 
believe in sbutting out the local ex- 


presses. 
Ex-Councilman James F. Burke was 
opposed until the street railway 


furnished the proper facilities for 
passenger traffic. This petition was a 
very indefinite proposition No figures 
were given to show the cost of, trans- 
porting freight. Will anyone explain 
why the excise tax of the street railway 
was less in 1905 than 1904? Why was 
this petition not brought before the 
city in a business way ? Why was not 
City Square double tracked when city 
granted the right ? 

The transportation of freight would 
create another monopoly. The fran- 
chise was a valuable one, and city 
should pot act blindly, One express 
company will probably have sole right 
on the street railway. They do notsay 
they will give all express companies 
rights of transportation, but say te ‘he 
city vive xs the privileges and we will 
do as we want to. Council should not 
give a perpetual franchise, but a limited 
one, and then the city will have some 
control. 

Through cars to Dadley street, was a 
farce, because the number of cars be- 
tween Quincy and Neponset was re- 
duced. West Quincy should have 
through cars. It was a question of 
people or corporation. 

Councilman Polk remioded the last 
speaker that be had overlooked the 
Norfolk Downs car which made hourly

Ceremonials play a conspicuous part, 
for instance two or three years being 
required to learn how to arrange flowers, 
Re how to serve tea, These are accom- 
plishments to which people devote 
their lives. 
| They did not and do not today admire 
} our civilization but they realized that 
they bad developed on narrow lines, 
and felt the nevessity of broadening

out. They sent their young men to the 
different countries to study the 
countries, From Germapy they adopted 


the study of medicine and war tactics; 
from America, finance, etc., etc. They 
laid aside oriental civilization because 
they felt that they must. 

They are a homogeneous people who 
deeply love their country. Pay is no 
object when their services as soldiers 
are required, feeling their only duty is 
to obey. They are a determined people 
who will not be refused. 

Women are not bonored, and are kept 
inthe rear, except when they become 
mothers-in-law. Children are  sup- 
pressed, except the oldest son. 

Japan is a beautiful country; largely 
a garden. ‘bere are flowers every- 
where. A land toremember with luve 
and joy. A lanu to love to visit. The 
end is not yet. They désire to stand 
first. It is an honor for America to be 
known as the friend of Japan. 

Questions were asked and answered 
at the close of the talk and everyone 
present felt that they had spent a very 
profitable evening. A rising vote of 
thanks was given the speaker of the 
evening.

More Sensible Salaries. 


It may not come in a day, bat the 
assertion appears safe that within a 
conservative period the practice of pay- 
ing heads of corporations salaries out 
of all proportion to services rendered 
will becume ubsolete in America. The 
country is on the crest of an almost 
unprecedented wave of prosperity; and 
the glitter of great wealth and great 
names has made the great paying pub- 
jlic too tolerantly generous of the big 
salary habit. 

‘The public is coming to its senses, 
however, since being shown with par- 
ticular distinctness out of whose pocket 
these salaries must come. Ao influence 
in the general awakening has been com- 
parative statements of the salaries paid 
heads of large foreign corporations 
and those paid the presidents of our 
own. For instance the heads of the 
Bank of England and the Bank of Ger- 
many, having aggregate assets together 
of over a billion of dollars, draw salaries 
together of only $17,000. In this coun- 
try we pay a single individual a salary 
of several times that amount for super- 
visiog funds ranging avywuere from 
one-half to one-fifth as large. 

The liberality and aggressivevess of 
American financial and commercial 
methods, as compared -with those of the 
Old World, may create conditions which 
will extenuate salaries slightly in excess 
of those paid on the other side of the 
Atlantic. But the injustice and the 


danger of such absurd contrasts as we 


have outlined must, in time, move the 
chief sufferers to demand fair readjust- 
ments. —Atlaota Constitation.

One of the chief events of the seasun 
at the Boys’ Department of the local 
Young Men’s Christian Association was 
held Wednesday night inthe form of 
the first annual gymnasium exhibition.

Had Quincy and otber suburban cities 
been awake when the bill relative to 
Metropolitan water apportionment was 
before the legislature, they might bave 
prevented the establishment of the un- 
fair basis agreed upon, and thereby 
kept down the Quincy assessment. 

It is not so much for maintenance of 
the Metropolitan water system that the 
cities and towns of the district are 
taxed, but for construction. Probably 
maintenance of the system is a smali 
item now compared with the annual ex- 
pense for watering debt and interest on 
the cost. 

Taxation generally should be upon 
valuation, and it should be in this case, 
for the payment of the cost of the Met- 
ropolitan water system. But the rich 
towns like Brookline, Newton, Maldeao 
aod Milton engineered through the 
Legislature a measure which provides 
that the Metropolitan water asssess- 
ment shall be levied one-third only on 
valuation and two-thirds un consump- 
tion. 

Suppose Quincy should build a school- 
house for $60,000 and levy $20,000 on 
the property of the city and $40,000 
upon tbe parents of the 400 pupils at- 
tending, or $100 per pupil. Suppose 
the taxes for support of schools were 
levied per scholar instead of upon the 
valuation,

METERING WATER. 


The Committee on Legislation and 
Municipal Affairs of the Citizens’ 
Association has made an exhaustive 
study of the water rates charged by the 
city and the subject of meters, and at 
the meeting of the directors last week 
submitted the following report with 
recommendations: 

The necessity of metering the water 
services of Quincy has repeatedly been 
urged in the past. In a special report 
to the Mayor, which was forwarded to 
the City Council in November, 1904, 
Commissioner Knowlton pointed out 
that Quincy was using upwards of 100 
galions of water per capita per day; 

That the normal consumption should 
not be over 60 gallons ; 

That upwards of 50 gallons per capita 
per day were being wasted ; 

That the Legislature had passed a 
bill which provided that -in 1906 the 
basis of the Metropolitan water assess- 
ment would be changed from one-third 
value and two-third population to one- 
third value and two third coosumption. 

That unless immediate provision was 
made by the city to meter at least a 
part of its system, so as to stop the 
waste and reduce consumption, the in- 
crease in our assessment for 1906 would 
be from $5,000 to $15,000. 

This matter of 

URGENT NECESSITY, 

thus forcibly presented, was before the 
city government throughout tbe year 
1905, and because no heed was paid to 
the Commissioner's recommendation 
and warning, we are this year confront- 
ed by a charge of $45,200 for Metropol- 
itan water as against $34,084 in 1904. 

There is nuw pending in the Legisla- 


that while there is undoubtedly consid- 
erable waste in many of them from 
leaky fixtures, carelessness and wilful- 
ness, which a meter system would stop, 
the enormous difference between a nor- 
mal consumption of 100 to 125 gallons 
per family per day and the 385 gallons 
actually used and wasted can be ac- 
counted for by the fact that water users 
other than dwelling houses have been 
and are using thousands of gallons a 
day beyond the quantity which the 
nominal rate that they have been paying 
entitled them to. Here are two ex- 
amples which prove our contention; 
there are others. 

Meters were placed recently on two 
plants in the ‘‘special’ class that bad 
been paying nominal rates of $50. The 
meters showed that one plant was using 
at the rate of 3,600,000 gallons a year, 
the other 3,100,000. Instead of $50 a 
year they sbould have been paying $540 
and $465. 

The most certain means of stopping 
this practice, detecting waste, and the 
most effectual means of preventing the 
extravagant use and waste of water is 
that of measuring the water supplied to 
each department of the city and to the 
individual water taker, and obliging 
each department and individual to pay 
for water in proportion to the quantity 
used.

As 
this quantity appeared larger than was 
needed for legitimate use, an investiga- 
tion was made for the purpose of learn- 
ing where the water was used ; with the 
result that four leaks in the street 
mains were[found, which gave no sur- 
face indications. After these were re- 
paired the consumption of water fell 
to 330,000 gallons per day, indicating 
that 470,000 gallons per day had been 
wasted from a few unseen defective 
pipes. 

It is possible that there are some such 
leaks in Quincy, and we suggest that 
proper steps be taken to determine the 
fact. 

You will observe that in estimating 
the number of gallons consumed by 
the unmetered services we made an al- 
lowance of 182,500,000 gallons (5,000 
gallons per mile of pipes per day) for 
underground leakage. If the estimate

FUBLIC PURPOSES. 


If the city finances cannot be adjust- 
ed at this time so tbat a proper propor- 
tion of the maturing debt shall be paid 
by the city as a whole, there is no ques- 
tion that the different public depart- 
ments should pay out of the general tax 
levy for the quantity of water actually 
used by them and for the hydrant ser- 
vice. 

We have estimated the quantity of 
water used by the city for schools, hy- 


drants and other public purposes at: 


73,000,000 gallons. This is based on 
the Metropolitan Water Board estimate 
of 7.11 gallons per capita per day. Su- 
perintendent Gleason estimates that the 
public departments use $15,000 worth 
of water a year, outside of the hydrant 
service. The exact consumption can 
be ascertained by meters. We have 
nearly 700 hydrants in the city. The 
city formerly paid $35 a hydrant, and 
this is the usual charge of private com- 
panies. An annual charge of $20 each 
to be paid by the city would seem to be 
fair. 

In the opinion of the Committee, all 
the water distributed by the City should 
be metered, including not only the 


water furnished the private water takers 


but all the water used by the city itself 
in its various departments. 

We do not recommend tbat city under- 
take to do all this-at once, but that it 
should make a beginning immediately, 
and then continue the work of install- 
ing meters rapidly until the whole city 
is metered. 

We make the following 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


A test should be made of the street 
mains to discover if there are any un- 
seen leaks, the cost of such test to be 
borne by the appropriation for mainten- 
ance. 

All service connections other than 
those of dwelling houses and city de- 
partments should be metered at once, 
the cost of the same to be paid for from 
funds new or soon to be available for 
tbe extension of the water system. 

Every new service coonection should 
be metered at the time it is made. 

The City Council should furtber au- 
thorize the purchase and installation of 
2500 maters, the money therefor to be 
borrowed and applied in the same man- 
ner as for the extension of mains. As 
soon as these are available, the first to 
be metered should be the fully plumbed 
houses, and then the City departments 
and other bouses without full plumbing. 

After these have been installed, fur- 
ther appropriations should be made 
from time to time inthe near future 
and the remainder of the service con- 
nections metered. 

The meters should be owned and 
maintained by the city. 

NEW RATES. 

We recommend that the minimum 
charge be $14 per year for all houses 
now charged $14 or more per year, or 
for manufacturing purposes, with the 
privilege of using 40,000 gallons per 
year, the excess to be paid for accord- 
ing to the present meter rates. (The 
present minimum charge for a metered 
service connection is $18 per year, with 
the privilege of using 60,000 gallons per 
year.)

Figuring 6 persons to a 
house, this is equivalent to about 21 
gallons per day for gach person, for 
which the city received 41 cents per 
1,000 gallons. Here is absolute proof 
that in these metered houses the con- 
sumption was well within the estimate 
of 25 gallons, and nothing fuitber from 
our own experience is needed to show 
the efficacy of the 
METER SYSTEM. 

Turning to the unmetered services, 
we tind 30 that have ‘‘Special’’ rates, 
averaging $53.56 a year each, and 5,087 
others which pay.to the city an average 
of $15.12 each. At30 cents per 1,000 
gallons they would be entitled to use 
only 139 gallons per service connection 
per day. The figures show that they 
must have used at least 385 gallons per 
day, for which the city received 10.9 
cents for 1,000 gallons. 

We have all had a vague impression 
that the dwelling houses were paying 
the regular rate of 30 cents for 1,000 
gallons, or more. Thisis true of the 
metered dwelling houses, which paid 
41 cents per 1000 gallons, and is proba- 
bly true of many of the other dwelling 
houses; bat the figures demonstrate 
clearly that there is something wrong 
somewhere. 

So the crux of the tremenduus con- 
sumption, high cost and relatively 
smallincome is that the city is not 
getting paid fur the unmetered water 
it supplies, thas unwittingly making an

For sewer constructiun the city pays 
one balf the cost; the land directly 
benefitted the other half, whether there 
is a house onit or not. Itis fair and 
just that the city should pay part of 
this cost because of the general benefit 
to the community. It is of equal 
benefit and advantage tothe city to 
have a system of good water supply; 
therefore, the city as a whole should 
pay a fair and just share of the first 
cust of the plant, and for the water 
used for public purposes.

That the entire mail of the Grea. 
Treasury Department of the United 
States does not equal in amount or io 
cost of handling the aunual distribu- 
tion of free seeds by Cungress, is one of 
the interesting statements made by 
Postmaster General Cortelyou 
memorandum sent to Congress. That 
it exceeds the entire mail combined of 
the State, War and Navy Departments 
and exceeds even that of the Pension 
Department is also made clear in the 
report. It may seem incredible to the 
man who gets ao envelope of seeds 
from his Congressman that the aggre- 
gate cost of sending out those seeds 
over the country costs the Goverament 
about three hundred thuusand dollars 
a year. The estimated number of 
packages seat out is 873,000, computing 
at the lowest estimate 5 cents a pound 
the cost of haudling this matter is 
$34,000. This dves not include any 
allowance for clerk hire, the time for 
which, if in the aggregate and including 
the time of carriers were estimated at 
the low tigure of tive minutes means an 
outlay of $250,000 for clerk aod carrier 
hire. The distribution of seeds averages 
24,000 packages a day for 300 working 
days per annum which if paid for at 
the regular rate would bring the govern- 
ment a revenue of 73,000,and if sent out 
in single packages as they would be in 
most cases by merchants seedsmen 
would yield a revenue of $220,000, 
Many postmasters declare that the 
packages of seeds which are received at 
the Postoffices under frank are ad- 
dressed to persons who are dead or who 
bave moved away—some of them 10 
to 15 years before, but that the seeds 
come as regularly as the seasons.

At one time during Tbursday’s ruo 
she made 19.278 knots per hour for fif- 
teen minutes, while her lowest for a 
similar period was 18.960.

Man is, always has been, aud always 
will ba a trading being, and commer- 
cialism when held within bounds is a 
powerful factor in the progress of the 
world, 

The three greatest rivals in the com- 
merce of today are the United States, 
Germany, and England. Speaking with 
all modesty it is necessary to admit 
that the United States stands at the 
head of the list as regards the  pro- 
duction of the leading commodities, - 
food, coal, iron, aud raw material. 

Germany avd England have the ad- 
vantage of being near the European 
market, but they have the great annual 
expense of defence which is very large 
compared with that of the United States. 

As regards the education of the peo- 
ple, whicb is to play a large part in the 
commerce of the future, the Germans 
are trained for industry, the Americans 
for citizenship and the English withont 
any aim in particular. 

Mr. Sinnott said that he expected the 
United States to keep the lead in com- 
merce, but that her rivsls are giving 
her a good race. One thing the Ameri- 
cans need and that is better industrial 
training. More stress should be laid 
on industrial work in the schools.

tells of meeting President Adams and 
being entertained by him at Quincy. 


It is reprinted in the Boston Herald| 


and in part reads as follows: 

**Boston has a population of about 
40,000, yet it is nota city. Tnis arises 
from apprebension in the inhabitants 
that the power vested in corporations 
would be injurious to their liberties. 
This town is the headquarters uf fed- 
eralism in politics and is Unitarian in 
religion. It contains very rica men. 
The Bostonians are also the most 
enlightened, and the most hospitable, 
that I have yet met with. They, in 
common with all New Englanders, have 
the character of being great sharpers, 
anl more generally dishonorable than 
the natives of other sections of the 
Uaion; for myself, I should be inclined 
to think otherwise, and if I must affix 
such a reputation I should be disposed 
to remove it fartber soutb. 

**Young Mr. Adams came from Quincy 
to conduct me to his grandfather Presi- 
dent John Adams at that place. The ex- 
President is a handsome old gentleman 
of 84; his lady is 76. Sbe has the repu- 
tation of superior talents and great lit- 
erary acquirements. Upon the present 
occasion the minister (the day being 
Sunday) was of their dionor party. 

‘*As the table of the ‘late King’ may 
be amusing, take the following particu- 
lars: First course, a pudding made of 
[Indian corn, molasses and _ butter; 
second course veal, bacon, neck of mut- 
ton, potatoes, cabbage, carrots and 
Indian beans, Madeira wine, of which 
each drank two glasses. We sat down 
to dinner at 1 o'clock. At2 nearly all 
went a second time to church. Tea 
was brought from the kitchen aod 
handed around by a neat servant girl. 

‘*The establishment of this political 
patriarch consists of a house two stories 
high, containing, I believe, eight rooms, 
of two men and three maid servants, 
three horses and a plaio carriage. How 
great is the contrast between this indi- 
vidual—a man of knowledge and inufor- 
mation—without pomp, parade or vic- 
ious and expensive establishments, as 
compared with the costly trappings, the 
depraved characters and the profligate 
expenditure of—house and—! What a 
lesson in this dves America teach! 

**At Cambridge, four miles from Bos- 
ton,’’ continued Mr, Fearon, is situ- 
ated a college on a large and liberal 
scale. Mr. Washington Adams, who is 
a student, took me to view it. It con- 
tains 250 apartmeots for officers and 
student. ‘There is a philosophical ap- 
paratus, a hall for public recitation, a 
diving hall and a valuable library which 
contains a few, and almost the only, 
standard works in the United States. 

‘* This college is regarded by the or- 
thodox party as beretical in religious 
subjects, it being observed as some- 
what remarkable that 
theological

Such a practice is to my mind repre- 
hensible and retards the cause of tem- 
perance instead of serviog it. The bill 
in question simply seeks to so amend 
the law that objection to the existence 
of a saloon by an abutter must be made, 
if atall, within two years. After that 
he must seek his remedy in the coarts, 
which are always open to him. 

The abutters’ bill, so called, is not 
introduced by liquor men or liquor in- 
terests. It was drawo by the legisla- 
tive committee on liquor laws. Even 
Judge Emmons asserted before a com- 
mittee that under the present law black- 
mail was practised. Isn‘t it plain that 
an amendment is necessary? 

I have no sympathy, Messrs. Editors, 
with the saloonist or his trade. At the 
same time I don't think we ought to 
permit the detestible practice of black- 
mail simply because it happeus to both- 
er the saloonkeeper. Therefore I am 
in favor of the law being amended. 

I take it for granted that my motive 
is not questioned. I now trast that with 
the above explanation it will be con- 
ceded that my judgment alsv is right 
in regard to the matter.

City Clerk—A special appropriation 
of $136.65 was added for Soldiers’ Relief 
bills of 1905. 

To the item for the City Hospital was 
added the words ‘‘with receipts from 
those not having a settlement in Quin- 
cy.” 

Public Library—The amount for this 
item was cut $100. 

Commissiover of Public Works. Un- 
der this department the item for remov- 
al of snow was cut $500. To the item 
for care of public buildings was added 
$352.49 for detiviercy bills of 1905.

The item for Miscellaneous City Ex- 
penses by the Mayor was cut $1,000. 

The amount for tha Overseer of the 
Poor was cut $1,000, tbe total being 
$9,000 as in 1905. 

Fire D+partment—Under this appro- 
priation the amount for horse shoeing, 
and keeping was cut $200. The amount 
for firemen’s clothing was cut $50. 
Tbe amount for repairs and fixtures was 
cut $200. 

The amount for the School Committee 
as reported was $122,296.00 or $2,300.68 
less than was asked for by that depart- 
ment. The estimate sent to the Council 
by this department called for a lump 
sum. The report of the Finance Com- 
mittee, however, divides the appropria- 
tion as fullows: Salaries $94,585; fuel, 
books supplies, etc., $26,211; evening 
schools $1,500.

Report Defended. 


Editors of the Quincy Patriot: 

In your editorial of last week 
there is a mistake which we think 
calls for correction. You assume that 
Quincy's Metropolitan assessment under 
the new plan is relatively high and 
Malden's low because of a change ip 
the basis of assessment from valuation 
to consumption. Our report distinctly 
states that the change in the bases of 
assessment was from one: ‘ird valua- 
tion and two-thirds population, to one- 
third valuation and two-thirds con- 
sumption. This you will also find 
stated ia Mayor Thompson’s inaugural 
address, wherein he called attention to 
Quincy’s excessive consumption, the 
higher assessment and the necessity of 
metering the sy-tem. 

Iv so far as the assessment is based on 
valuation there is no change whatever. 
The change from population to con- 
sumption is eminently fair aud just. 
If Malden with a population of 38,100 
uses, under a meter system, only 2,019,- 
500 gallons a day (53 gallons per capita) 
and Quincy with a population of 25,000 
uses 3,050,100 gallons (109 gallons per 
capita) then Malden, having paid ber 
proportion of the assessment based on 
a higher total valuation, is clearly en- 
titled to the benefit of the saving in 
consumption, 

The practical result, aside from all 
theory, is that, compared with 1905, 
Malden's assessment for 1906 is reduced 
by $12,500 to $37,200, while Quincy's is 
increased $9,300 to $45,200. To put it 
more forcibly: Assuming that in 1905 
the consumption per capitain Malden 
and Quiocy had been reversed, i. e., 
Malden bad consumed 109 gallons and 
Quincy 53 gallons per capita, Malden’s 
assessment for 1906 would have been 
increased $9,700 to $59,400, while 
Quincy’s would have been reduced $10, - 
600 to $27,800. If the Quincy cousump- 
tion in 1905 had been reduced to that of 
Malden (53 gallons) the Quincy assess- 
ment for 1906 would bave been $29,200, 
a clear saving to the taxpayers of $16,- 
000. These figures have been prepared 
forus by Mr. Dexter Brackett of the 
Metropolitan Water Board. 

Futhermore, your argument that a 
meter system would reduce the water 
receipts more than the saving in Metro- 
politan assessments cannot be defended. 
The metered dwellings are now paying 
41 cents per 1000 gallons; the unmetered 
li cents. lf those who are now getting 
water for less than cost should pay 
what their neighbors do for necessary 
use, the total water receipts will be iu- 
creased and the Metropolitan assess- 
ment decreased. In any event, the sim- 
ple expedient of leaving the minimum 
of $18 and 60,0900 gallons for fully- 
plumbed houses unchanged, for a year, 
would insure at least the present tutal 
receipts. 

You say that you do not see the nec- 
cessity for metering the water used by 
the city. How else can it be deter- 
mioed accurately bow and where the 
water delivered to us is used, and who 
itis that is responsible for our admitted 
enormous waste? And if only part of 
the services are metered there is bound 
to arise a feeling of uofair discrimina- 
tion. The waste will continue; the un- 
metered takers will get an excessive 
quantity of water ata low price, while 
those who are forced to economize and 
use less, will pay a high price. 

Io your editorial of Saturday you 
say: ‘‘It is incredulous that 385 gallons 
per day are used by each of the 5117 
unmetered services in Quincy.”’ We 
did not say so. We used the word 
‘average,’ which is quite a different 
signification. We were also careful to 
say that the actual consumption of the 
average dwelling house was probably 
well within 100 gallons a day. And 
since the 5117 services, which comprise 
all that are not metered, paid an average 
of $15.36 per service, using an average 
of 385 gallons per day (11 cents 1000 
gallons), it must follow that a com- 
paratively few are using an average of 
perhaps ten times 385 gallons a day. 

In regard to your assertion: ‘‘Until 
Boston economizes in the use of water 
it is not necessary that Quincy should,”’ 
we have no comment to make.

Household Receipts. 


Oysters En Cacbette. Soak one a 
ful of cracker-crumbs in as much milk 
as they will absorb; adda tablespvon- 
ful of softened butter, a quarter tea- 
spoonful of salt, a dusting of white 
pepper and nntmeg—the last gives a 
foreign touci—hbalf a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley and one beaten egg 
yolk. Form into small cakes, hide a 
fat oyster in each one and saute a pale 
brown in olive oil or butter. 

Stewed Potatoes. Peel potatoes, cut 
them into dice of uniform size, and put 
them on the range in cold water. They 
must boil until tender. Then drain off 
the water, cover the potatoes with hot 
milk, and stew in a double boiler for 
ten minutes, Thicken with two tea- 
spconfals of butter rolled in one of 
flour, and season with salt, pepper, and 
a little chopped parsley. 

Mock Codfish Balls. Six medium- 
sized potatoes washed, peeled and boiled 
for ten minutes in salted water. Drain 
and grate them while hot and stir in 
two heaping tablespoonfuls of butter; 
mix thoroughly. Season with salt, 
cayenne pepper to taste, and add a tea- 
spoonful of grated onion and a salt- 
spoonful of mace. Beat two egg yolks 
light, and stir well into it with two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of cracker 
crumbs. Fry brown in small balls in 
boiling fat without crowding them io 
the basket, drain on kitchen paper and 
serve very hot on a platter; garnish 
with parsley.
